Rarely does it happen in the life 
lof the professional or the amateur 
Photographer that a photographic 
‘opportunity such as the. attempt on 
the life of His Majesty King Edward 
VIII comes his way. ‘To a bystander 
‘on Constitution Hill came the op- 
portunity when His Majesty. was 
leading his Guards and a man dashed 
‘out and caused the unprecedented 
inéldent which resulted in his urrest 
Jand the framing of charges now 
being heard in a London police court. 
‘Tho bystander whipped out his 
camera and took the only photograph 
of the man being led away in the 
custody of the police. The “North- 
China Herald” arranged for ex- 
clusive publication rights in China, 
‘The coincidence of the man on 
the spot with a camera was 
not without Its rewards in these days 
of highly-pald journalism, ‘The 
Keystone agency which obtained the 
negative from him is reported to have 
paid in the vicinity of £1,000 for it 
for world-wide distribution. This is 
ne of the highest prices ever paid 
for_a_ single photograph but

The Central Government's desire 
to transfer the Kwangs! generals to 
‘other spheres of usefulness is logical 
‘and, in other conditions, would 
hardly call for comment.

‘The Regent of ‘Tibet has seen a 
vision at the holy lake and it i:

FRENZIED FINANCE 


July 30. 

Mr, T. L, Song's account of the 
slate of Kwangtung’s finances is, 
depressing. ‘The estimated revenue, 
collected on a provincial basis falls 
short of the expenditure by $10 
million and of that revenue, 
amounting to over $54,300,000, no| 
less than $31 million is derived from| 
Megal taxation. Immediate aboli- 
tion of these illegal taxes would| 
Produce a defteit of $41 million | 
which Mr. Soong considérs could 
not be covered. He notes that the 
Central Government's repeated. 
orders for the “abolition of “exor= 
bitant levies and miscellaneous. 
taxes” have been chiefly ignored by. 
the Kwangtung administration. 
This, of course, comes as no, 
Surprise to anyone who has studied 
the relations between Canton and 
Nanking and has realized the extent 
to which the Kwangtung authorities 
have been laws unto themselves in 
financial matters, especially in the 
withholding of Customs collections 
properly due to the Central Gov- 
ernment and in blatantly patroniz~ 
ing smuggling operations in de- 
triment to the same source of rev- 
enue. Mr. Soong has given instruc 
tlons for the immediate abolition of 
the opium and gambling taxes, on 
the ground that they are derived 
from activities which the Govern- 
ment expressly declares to be illegal. 
From the latter tax the estimated 
revenue of $14 million is derived 
‘and that has now been struck out, 
of the provincial budget in addition | 
toa further sum of about $4 million 
for’ other unspecified illegal taxes. 
Against this Mr. Soong proposes to 
cut down the estimated expenditure 
to something over $40 million, 
thereby reducing the provincial] 
deficit to about $3 million which he 
considers can be “easily” covered. 
‘The task of carrying out these in- 
structions will be formidable for 
‘Mr, Soong roports that the “exor- 
bitant levies and miscellaneous 
taxes" in the various districts are, 
“as numerous as the quills on a| 
porcupine.” By setting a time-| 
limit for the submission to him of| 
8 complete list of such taxes, he 
evidently hopes to expedite ’ the| 
process of reform. Representatives| 
of his department have been 
despatched to cary out investiga~ 
tions in the districts with that nd 
in view. 

‘This picture of the working of| 
a provincial administration seeking} 
to cstablish itself as an independent 
authority by the organization of| 
military forces under its own direc 
tion and control, throws a grim 
light on the diMculties confronting 
the Central Government in develop- 
ing the principles of proper co- 
ordination of the national resources, 
‘There is no reason to imagine that 
‘Kwangtung is peculiar, although 
+ probably the greater independence 

enjoyed by that administration has 

aggravated the evils which Mr. 

Soony has exposed. Fundament- 

ally the trouble lies in the per- 

petuation of the system whereby 
the provincial governments in their 
possession of large personal armed 
forees are able to levy blackmail on 
the Central Government, which is 
faced with the alternatives of be- 
coming involved ina specles of 
civil war or of turning a wilfully 
blind eye to the flouting of its 
authority. ‘The conciliatory Armness 
with which the Central Govern- 
ment has handled the recent 
recaleitrance of Kwangtung has 
averted the danger of civil war and 
yet enabled the Government to put 
ils own nominees at the head of 
the provincial administration, There 
is no reason, therefore, why the 
situation shotld not be remedied, 
but the task admittedly will de- 
mand patience, considerable driv- 
ing force and much knowledge of 
local grievances, and aspirations, 

Now that General Chen Chi-tang 

has disappeared from the scene, 

vehement requests are being made 

















for the removal of various repres- 
sive measures which he had 
enforced to bolster up his régime. 
|The new authorities may experience! 
some difficulty in making an im- 
mediate response to all such repre- 
sentations. As Mr. Soong has 
pointed out, the source from which 
provincial revenues may be legi- 
imately obtained has to be deter- 
mined. ‘The retrenchments in ex-| 
penditure are bound to create 
hostility and even the abolition of} 
iMlegal taxes—satisfactory though it| 
will be to the mass of the people—| 
is likely to offend certain interests 
which have been concerned in the 
machinery of collection. In in- 
stituting reforms which must in no| 
small degree be governed by the| 
desire to establish proper relations 
‘as between the Provinelal and 
Central Governments, the appoint 
‘ment of a certain number of Central 
Government officials willbe 
essential, Yet care will have to be| 
taken to reduce to a minimum the| 
risk of upsetting local susceptibill- 
ties in so far as they can Jegiti- 
mately insist that the provinelal| 
administration should be staffed by| 
Jocal reeruitment, “ 

It the Central Government in 
pursuing its policy of consideration | 
for provincial opinion preserves the 
basic prineiples of central control 
in financial matters and is cour- 
‘ageous in applying them it should, 
be able to give thé new régime in 
Kwangtung the necessary moral] 
support to make the process of| 
reform successful. ‘The problem| 
cannot be solved exclusively by 
concentration on the provincial 
administration, In its new rela 
tions with Kwangtung the Central} 
Government will feel impelled to| 
vindicate its right to prescribe 
‘measures of rehabilitation. It car 
only do this effectively if in respect| 
of its own affairs, it shows an equal| 
readiness to institute reforms and| 
maintain correct lines of conduct. 
The defects of which Mr. Soong 
speaks are not entirely absent from| 
the administration for which the| 
Central Government is solely and| 
directly responsible, It is impossible | 
satisfactorily to remove the mote| 
from Kwangtung’s eye if the beam 
jelsewhere be ignored. Moreover at- 
tention should be paid to the pos- 
sibility of eliminating similar abuses 
from the working of other prov- 
inces. To carry out this program- 








me the Central Government will|of 


recognize the need for a strong| 
body of officials who, commanding 
the confidence of public opinion and, 
possessed of the requisite degree of 
experionce, can give real guidance 
to the provinces and, above all, 
ensure that their guidance is pro-| 
ductive of action. A. good begin- 
ning has been made by the drastic 
reorganization of the personnel of 
{the provincial government. Tneident-| 
ally the orders impose on Mr. T. L. 
Soong the responsibility for elean- 
ing the Augean stables whose con- 
dition he has brought to notice. The 
Central Government has accepted 
admirable rules for the differentia 
tion between provincial and central| 
sourees of revenue. It has abolished 
—or rather decreed the abolition of 
‘—various forms of illegal taxation. 
‘The time has come when it will, for 
the sake of its authority, have to! 
censure that the provinces act on the 
prineiples thus formulated. No-one 
‘would pretend that the task is 
likely to be accomplished with 
lightning speed, This recent crisis 
has once more shown how deep- 
rooted aro certain weaknesses 
which, in theory, the voice of China 
has condemned out of hand long 
‘ago. ‘The problem of the discovery 
of substitute sources of revenue is 
in itself most dimcult and complex. 
‘That consideration vitally affects! 
the Government's desire to eliminate| 
‘opium from its revenue returns. In 
the past disappointment and dis- 
couragement have arisen from a too 
great reliance on the efficacy of the 
formal promulgations of decisions. 
‘This has Ied to the avoidance of 
realities with the result that the| 
Government has been open to} 
justifiable criticism, ‘The new op- 
Portunities offered by the change 
of régime in Kwangtung should 
invite a frankness which would 
recognize the existence of cer- 
tain disabilities and deficiencies 
and thus rally to the Govern- 
ment’s support a strong publle|

QUESTION OF METHOD 
July 31. 

How far the two Kwangsi 
generals can carry out their alleged 
threat to maintain their regime in 
Nanning by armed foree is at} 
Present doubtful. The signs do not| 
favour them. The Chief of Staff 
/has been offered a high appointment 
3m the Province under the proposed 
new regime. It is not believed that 
‘even a third of the provincial re- 
gular troops will be prepared to 
follow the two Generals in actual 
deflance of the Nanking authorities. 
That estimate may err on the side 
ofsextravagance. To collect forces 
capable of putting up any sort of, 
resistance against the overwhelming, 
numbers against them, the two| 
Generals would probably have to 
recruit local militiamen—material 
which can hardly be regarded as 
reliable. It 1s significant that 
‘Kweichow opinion is hostile to the} 
original revolt of the two Kwangs| 
jand will presumably welcome the| 

effected between 
Nanking and Canton. Reports of 
the operations of Kwangsi troops in 
‘South Kweichow do not alter this 
‘view. The blockhouses round Tushan 
to which reference is made to-day 
have been there some time and 
were erected by the Kwangsi forces 
when they were co-operating with 
the Central Government in chasing 
the Red Armies out of that part 
of the world. Actually Kwangsi 
troops have been in Kweichow since 
October and the currency of, 
Kwangsi notes in the cities of 
Kweichow is no new feature. 
‘Weighing up all the factors which 
can be reasonably discerned at this, 
distance, it seems that General Li 
‘Tsung-jen and General Pai Chung- 
hsi are unlikely to entertain serious 
intentions of forcibly resisting the 
Central Government, now that} 
‘Kwangtung is on the latter's side. 
‘The threat probably is designed to 
jcarry negotiating value in determin- 
ing the future of Kwangsi and, in| 
particular, of its prosent admini- 
strators. 

The Central Government has 
Public opinion behind it in a re- 
markable degree in the restrained 
yet confident handling of what at 
first sight appeared to be a 
dangerous rebellion. It has cour- 
‘ageously taken the logical step in 
‘Kwangtung to ensure the provision 

\dministrators capable of reform-| 
ing the provincial’ finances and to 
establish a satisfactory liaison with 
itself. - Provided the new men fulfil 
the demands made upon them and 
‘so long as it Is recognized that 
their task may be long and com- 
plicated, they should succeed in 
their mission to the general 
advantage of China, Public opinion 
thus far is favourable to the Gov- 
jernment's decisions. Indications of 
hhesitoney in regard to Kwangsi are 
clearly shown. It is as well for the 
Government to take note. Obvious- 
ly the decision fo transfer the two} 
‘Kwangsi generals to important of- 
fices elsewhere accords with the 
logic of the situation and would be 
looked upon in other countries as, 
if anything, an act of supreme 
generosity. Valuable as their 
services have been to Kwangsi and 
eMicient as is the administration 
which they have controlled and 
developed, they have been led into 
the demonstration of open hostility 
against the Central Government. 
It is true, of course, that, in spite 
of receiving certain’ direct or in- 
‘direct subsidies, they have never 
formelly recognized that Govern- 
ment’s authority but have ranged 
themselves under the banner of the| 
now dissolved South-West Political 
Council. ‘That does not alter the 
fet that they have appealed to the 
jarbitrament of force and, before 
‘action in that sense could be taken, 
they have been left high and dry| 
in the ignominy of apparent failure. 

The Central Government is 
aware, however, that in such mat- 
ters pure logic is an unreliable guide. 
One of the most attractive, yet often 
embarrassing, traits of Chinese 
thought is the belief in the method 
of compromise. The defeated 
enemy is seldom pressed to ex- 
tremes. The unsuccessful litigant 
is often given more than he deserves 
est the disgrace of failure should 
unduly oppress him and so discom- 
fort the court, It was felt that the 
original decision to confirm the| 
‘Kwangsi generals in their present) 
posts had something of that spirit, 
Now it is pointed out that the con- 














proper basis. ‘This spirit might well 
be invoked in ‘the study of Mr.

firmation was agreed upon when 
Kwangtung was still defiant.  Its| 
Teversal by deciding on the transfer’ 


of the two officers to other im= 
portunt—but in most men’s eyes 
less significant—posts is being eriti- 
cized by a strong section of 
opinion which in other respects 
supports the Central Government, 
Friends of Nanking, in fact, fear 
lest the Government should be 
rushed into an error which might 
mar the exceedingly good impres- 
sion made by its general handling! 
of a difficult situation. ‘There are| 
plenty of grounds for justifying the| 
Government's action. Transfer of 
the two Generals facilitates the| 
‘establishment of the national status 
of the regular troops in Kwangsi, 
It gets rid of the warlord system 
in that province. It removes doubts| 
of the capacity of the Kwangsl| 
administration to observe proper 
subordination to the Central Gov-| 
ernment in national—as distinct 
from provincial—affairs. Agaihst 
this, sentiment, actuated by certain| 
Practical considerations, is arrayed. 
‘To begin with, General Pai Chung- 
hsi's outstanding military reputa-| 
tion—he is looked upon as a soldier| 
second only to General Chiang Kal-. 
shek in ability—is cited as a good 
argument for ensuring his full co- 
‘operation with the Central Govern- 
ment, His transfer to the Gov- 
emnorship of Chekiang would, it is 
held, deprive him of the oppor- 
tunities of so serving the nation, 
Moreover the successful record of| 
the two Generals in Kwangsi is 
‘adduced as a justification for the 
original confirmation of their control 
of that province. No doubt theso, 
contentions have much weight, but, 
on broad grounds, the Central Gov- 
ernment cannot ‘be blamed if it| 
‘adheres to the logical method of; 
dealing with admitted recalcitrants, 
Perhaps, even now, some com- 
promise might be effected. It the 
two Generals could give definite 
assurances that their conduct of 
Kwangsi affairs in the future would 
strictly conform to the requirements 
of the Central Government's 
ascendancy in the national sphere, 
and could support those assurances 
by acceptable guarantees, the 
Central Government might conceiv- 
ably be able to review the position. 
‘Phe point is worth considering, for| 
the Nanking authorities will desire 
to avert any risk of their actions 
being interpreted as dictated by 
Personal prejudices or motives of 
revenge. Their calm and competent | 
treatment of the whole rebellion 
makes such an interpretation un- 
reasonable, but in politics as in other 
‘matters, it is advisable sometimes 
to. pay ‘regard to the vagaries of| 
sentiment—whether reasonable or 
otherwise. 


























DESPERATE COURSES 
Aug. 4. 

‘On the face of it the adventure 
‘on which General Li Tsung-jen and 
General Pai Chung-hsi appear to 
have embarked is desparately con- 
ceived. The two Kwangsi leaders 
have already lost some of their 
‘most efficient supporters. ‘They can 
rely on only a certain proportion| 
of the regular provincial troops 
and, if report be true, the militia 
has decided to confine its activities 
to the task of preserving internal 
order. Kwangsi was the prime 
mover in the ‘ill-advised challenge 
to Nanking. Its leaders can thero- 
fore claim to be obstinately con- 
sistent in their actions. Whether 
they would have maintained their 
defiance if the Plenary Session's| 
confirmation of their offices had not 
been subsequently varied by the 
Central Government's orders, which 
assigned General Li Tsung-jen to 
the National Defence Committee at 
Nanking and General Pai_Chung- 
si to the Governorship of Chekiang 
at Hangchow, cannot be definitely 
asserted just now. The Central 
Government is confronted with in- 
formation to the effect that Kwangsi 
troops have invaded Kwangtung, 
It is being urged to authorize 
Punitive action from Kwangtung. 
An ultimatum has been issued 
giving the Kwangsi generals till 
to-morrow to reconsider their posi- 
tion, The possibility of solving the] 
crisis by reverting to the original) 
decision of the Plenary Sessio has} 
been adversely affected by the! 
deliberate provocation implied in| 
their recent actions. The Central] 
Government might justly argue that 
their retention in office at Nanning | 
would put.a premium on contumacy | 
and tend to perpetuate the bad old 
system of warlordism. Having 
firmly and resolutely used all its| 





rebellion in Kwangtung—with the 
ready acquiescence of the sorely- 
tried people of that province—the 
Central Government is naturally 
not prepared to concur in the ap- 
parent suggestion that what Is 
sauce for the Kwangtung goose is 
not sauce for the Kwangsi gander, 
It has logic on its side and, as the 
Kwangsi generals appear to be the 
AgEressors, commonsense as well, 
Yel the problem is not as simple as 
that, for reasons which deserve 10 
bbe seriously considered, 

There is grespectabie sanction 
nowadays for the view that aggres- 
sion may proceed from a reasoning 
or unreasoning fear of restriction on 
legitimate growth or natural 
freedom of action. Apologists for 
the admittedly reprehensible move- 
ment in the South, particularly in 
Kwangsi, have laid stress on the 
‘success of the Central Government 
jin dominating the neighbouring 
provinces of Kweichow, Yunnan 
and Hunan. Claustrophobla is a 
disease which affects governments 
as well as individuals and, so the 
argument goes, the Kwangsi leaders 
despaired of rece'ving from Nan- 
king adequate recognition of thelr 
province's needs, financial and 
political. The Plenary  Session’s 
decision’ to confirm thelr posts 
was regarded as a stroke of 
‘sage tolerance. Now that a change 
of destiny has been conceived for 
them at Nanking, significance is at- 
tached by some observers to the 
fact that the sudden collapse of the 
Kwangtung rebellion intervened 
between the two decisions, Thus 
although the Central Government 
‘may quite sincerely claim that it is 
merely taking note of the public 
desire for the purely personal con- 
tol of armies and provinces should 
be a thing of the past, and for high 
offices to be held as strictly in 
delegation from the Government of 
China, there is a real fear lest the 
Government's enemies should be 
able to make capital out of a 
directly sinister ‘interpretation of 
the chronological course of events, 
In short, the Government, afler 
having displayed masterly address 
in handling Kwangtung, may be in 
‘danger of losing ground in public 
estimation beause of the peculiar 
personal equation involved in the 
crisis over Kwangs! 

‘The diMculty of reversing de- 
cisions at this stage is admitted— 
for both parties. Neither General 
Li Tsung-jen nor General Pai 
Chung-hsi can regard the proposed 
posts at Nanking and Hangehow re~ 
spectively as possible alternatives to 
their present appointments, Cynical 
opinion has been heard to declare 
that the Government never sup- 
posed that either of them would, 
The’ Central —authorities—having 
been so defiantly flouted—will 
command sympathy for their view 
that the maintenance of the status 
quo in Kwangsi is unthinkable, 
Indeed the general desire for 
national cohesion would be defeated 
if the opportunity of bringing 
Kwangsi into line with Kwangtung 
and other provinces under the 
‘Central Government's control were 
neglected. Goneral Chiang Kai-shek 
{s, therefore, thoroughly justifted in 
faking a firm stand on that point, 
Against this is the evident existence 
of a strong section of opinion which, 
although intensely loyal to. the 
Central Government and anxious 
for the solidarity of China, cannot 
forget the exceptional ‘services 
rendered by the two Kwangsi 
generals to the Kuomintang cause 
and to the province under their 
command, Poor as Kwangst is, the 
administration of the last few years 
has been progressive in nation- 
building departments and has paid 
General Chiang Kai-shek the special 
compliment of following the lines 
of his New Life Movement, No 
province has better fulfilled the 
General's prescription for defeating 
communist propaganda by close at- 
tention to the needs of the peasants 
and farmers. Whether the appre- 
hended operations will be short or 
protracted, civil war of whatever 
dimensions must involve a blow 0 
the Government's prestige at home 
and abroad.

SMOKE IN SHANGHAI” 
Aug. 3. 


One of the chronic complaints of 
Shanghallanders is that smoke gets 
‘m thelr eyes and not as pleasantly 
‘as when Miss Irene Dunne discusses 
that subject, In spite of the 
allusion, that does not of course 
refer to’ that other smoke nuisance, 
the casual pipe or clgar at the 
cinema. In the early morning any 
‘one who is enterprising enough to 
ascend to some convenient eminence 
in his elty will probably be 
surprised at the pall of smoke: 
which'seems to hang over the whole. 
place at that time of day, and it 
is therefore not surprising that the 
Shanghai Municipal Council should. 
And Itself impelled to take serious 
notice of what is known as the 
smoke nuisance, Last month the. 
Council issued an important state: 
ment on the subject with special 
reference to the Riverside Power| 
Station belonging to the Shanghai 
Power Company. ‘That partteular| 
source of complaint has veer. 
frequently examined in these 
columns, and the Council's an= 
nouncement disclosed the exis- 
tence of experiments for further 
reduction of the smoke nuisance in| 
so far as it is aggravated by the 
Power Station. Briefly, the position 
4g that the Power Company has | 
successfully eliminated the smoke 
mulganee from 61 per cent, of the 
coal which its plant consumes. 
It the experiments which will be 
‘completed in November are success~ 
ful there will be an elimination of 
‘a further 31 per cent, ‘Thus only 8 
per cent, of the Company's coal 
consumption may in future con= 
tribute to the smoke nuisance of] 
Shanghai. ‘These figures can be 
‘examined in a spectal article which 
appears elsewhere and it seoms that. 
they are essential toa complete un- 
derstanding of the problem as ex 
pounded by the Council in its 
recent statement, For when it is) 
appreciated that the coal consump~ 
tion of the Power Station re- 
presents ‘only 21 per cent. of the 
{otal coal consumption in Shanghai, 
It will be understood that the 
Council has a much bigger problem 
to solve than that of merely en- 
couraging the Company to continue. 
ts experiments, whieh have already 
cost nearly $400,000. In other. 
words, it 1s important that tho: 
Councit should consider whether, 
adequate measures are being taken 
o cope with the smoke nuisance in 
the whole of the area under its 
Jurisdiction, 


Tt will be seen from the state 
‘ments which have been made from 
time to time that the Shanghai 
Power Company has seriously at~ 
tempted to eradicate the nuisance 
and it has very frankly explained. 
the diMeulties confronting any effort 
to make a speedy sweep of the 
Shanghai atmosphere, ‘Those dif 
culties are in greater or less degree 
experienced by other concerns. First 
of all, Shanghai is compelled by the 
present prohibitive import duties 
fo purchase its coal within the 
country, There is every ground 
for sailsfaction on this account, for 
the stimulation of home industries 
is recognized everywhere as desir- 
able, Unfortunately, however, the 
type of coal thus made available to 
Shanghai is exactly the type which 
is most intractable to the earnest 
eliminator of the smoke nuisanee. 
From the public's point of view 
there are three different forms 
In which a nuisance is caused | 
by the burning of coal: smoke, fly 
ash or grit, and sulphur, As any 
procedure which reduces fly ash 
‘and sulphur will also tend to 
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sulphur. From the _ statement 
published to-day it will be seen 
‘that the Company has climinated| 
‘the ash and sulphur from its lorgest| 
boller house, where pulverized fue!| 
is burnt, by the installation of| 
washers.” That particular class of| 
fucl lends itself more readily 
than the other kind to this| 
form of treatment, but the ex- 
periments now being conducted 
to deal with the coal fed to the| 
dollers by means of stokers will be 
watched with considerable interest 
and the lessons learnt may ossist 
the Couneil in grappling with: the 
problem generally. It can, of| 
‘course, be argued that the Councit 
should insist on the use of smokeless: 
‘coal by the various industrial con 
cerns and other nuisance consumers, | 
it the term may be politely used. 
‘The cost of such a remedy would, 
‘however, be prohibitive for the rea 
son already stated, and in the pre-| 
ssent economic conditions no sensible| 
person would expect Shanghal to) 
‘commit financial suicide In that way. 
‘The public has a right to ask| 
‘whether the Council has been suf 
clently alert in dealing with the 
‘smoke nuisance caused by concerns; 
other than the Power Station, The 
point is of importance because the 
total contribution of these con- 
cerns to the smoke nuisance in-| 
volves 79 per cent. of the total coal| 
consumed in Shanghai. It must 
‘also be remembered that coal is} 
not the only cause of the nuisance. 
As is pointed out in the special 
article, a bus may In a few minutes! 
generate more noxious vapour than | 
a chimney will do in an hour. 
‘Shanghailanders are all too familiar 
with the vagary of the bus which 
suddenly stops and belches out 
black fumes for the space of a few 
minutes, to the intense discomfort 
‘of the neighbourhood and, prokably, | 
danger to the trafflc. 


An important point should. be| 
‘made, (00, in considering the actual 
location of the Power Station works. 
If a member of the Couneil could 
‘ascend to the top of the building in 
which this newspaper is published 
and would look down the Whang- 
poo he would se the Power Com- 
pany's plant lying in the dim 
distance like a huge black many-| 
logged elephant lying on its back. 
But between him and that elephant | 
could be discerned a positive screen| 
‘of chimneys throwing out their full 
quota of black smoke. It is, there- 
fore, exceedingly doubtful whether 
the ‘smoke nuisance of which the 
majority of Shanghailanders com- 
plain emanates from the Power 
Station, always excepting, of course, 
the residents in the immediate 
vicinity of Riverside and those 
factories to which special reference’ 
has been made. Another device for: 
reducing the smoke nuisance is by 
the erection of higher chimneys. 
‘This Is to be attempted by the Com- 
pany, but exports are divided in 
their opinion ofits efficacy. ‘There is 
‘a strong body which-holds that the| 
elevation of a chimney merely 
means that the nuisance Is spread 
over a wider area. In the event, 
therefore, of the urban development 
‘of Shanghai being increased, it will 
simply mean that the inner circle 
will ke protected at the oxpense of| 
the outer. ‘This, however, is a 
matter on which’ dogmatic’ views 
cannot be expressed. ‘The conse 
quence is that the Council should 
realize that its obligations to the 
public have not been fulfilled by 
the negotiations with the Company, | 
valuable though they are. — The| 
public will wish to know whether 
the Council's officials are actively 
taking steps to review the nuisance. 
in all its aspeets in Shanghai, for 
there Is a distinct impression ‘that 
closer attention to the performances: 
‘of certain smaller concerns would) 
be benefieial to the Settlement. In. 
the area in which the Council itself 
moves and has its being this 
nuisanee is particularly rife. 
Along the Bund the combination of 
the belching chimneys. in the} 
central district with the eccentri-_ 
cities of the various types of river| 
craft {ends to produce a nuisance| 
‘which is quite inexcusable. Shang- 
hallanders, if they are sensible, will 
realize that certain penalties have| 
to be paid for being residents of a 
highly industrialized urban area, 
but there .are limits. The con: 
sensus of opinion is that they have 
been greatly exceeded owing to the|

The fact rerpins 
that the Swiss Confederation, as it 
Js known to-day, takes its historical, 
as distinct from its legendary origin, 
from that League whereby the 
men of the Valley of Uri, the| 
free community of the Valley of 
[Schwyz and the association of the 
men of the lower valley or Nod- 
walden, together with the upper 
valley o: Obwalden, banded them- 
selves together to ‘resist all. who 
should attack them collectively or 
individually. Appropriate is it that 
the modern organization intended— 
but painfully faltering in the process 

endow the rest of te world with 
fa similar guarantee, has its head- 
fquarters at Geneva,” If the League 
fot Nations feels discouraged by its 
experiences during less than two 
[decades of existence, it may be 
reminded that the" “Everlasting 
League” and its adherents had to 
experience centurles of struggle and 
to undergo many modifications be- 
fore the final goal of freedom from 
the fear of aggression could be 
reached. As the headquarters of| 
the Red Cross to which she has 
given her national emblem, Switzer- 
land further emphasizes her mis- 
sion of international reconciliation. 

‘Tho wonderful beauty of the 
country, the entrancing. facilities 
afforded for games of all kinds and 
the skill of the Swiss in ministering 
to any form of sport which de- 
mands keenness of eye, surencss of 
{oot and strength of piysique have 
brought, Switzerland. prominently 
before the eyes of other nations as 
2 holiday play ground. Incidental 
Jy this aptitude for sport has again 
been proved by the remarkable 
triumph of the Zurich Rowing Club 
at Henley—an achievement ‘which 
hhas left behind It a positive trail of 
correspondence from experts to the| 
English press hearl-searchingly 
bringing the limelight to bear on 
English rowing as outstripped by 
the Swiss oarsmen, Yet the Swiss 
are not, as so many think, a nation 
of hotel-keepers. It is ique that 
they have to provide for something 
like 2,700,000 tourists a year and 
also for 400,000 foreign residents, 
but in point of fact it has been 
estimated that, of four million 
people, only 63,000 are assigned 10 
{the hotel industry, whereas in the 
metal and engincering trades alone 
‘no less than 224,000 are engaged. 
‘That reminds the world of the com- 
potency of Swiss engineers and the 
mechanical genius of the people 
To religious and philosophical 
thought the Swiss have made 
orlant contributions from medi 
eval times.

‘Switzerland's National Day should 
this year recsive more than a 
perfunctory salute. "The unfor- 
tunate breach of the democratic 
{tradition in Central and Southern | 
Europe has produced violence and 
perturbation within and without 
‘Mose countries. ‘The _ warmest 
admirer of the authoritarian state| 
has to admit that intolerance is an 
essential foctor in preserving the 
requhied control of the people. 
This unhappily extends to inter- 
ference with the affairs of other 
countries. Switzerland — firmly_ 
{rusting to the neutrality secured 
fo her after the Battle of Waterloo| 
in 1815 and by the ‘Trealy of 
Versailles in 1910—endeavours to| 
maintain the principles of freedom, 
combined with healthy” discipline, 
which have so long marked the 
{genius of her polity. With the rag- 
‘ng heat around her, itis not sur- 
prising that some of the more ag- 
agressive flames seem to stray over 
her borders and disturb the serenity.

whether Austrian, German or! 
Talian—on the other she cn- 
deavours to present a cool but| 
courleous discouragement. She 
does so with signal success. In the 
Jong run the neighbouring coun- 
tries may rejoice thereat. Europe 
has a great asset in the calm 
commonsense of the socalled 
“smaller nations,” whether they be 
in Scandinavia, the Low Countries 
or the glorious Alpine tracts. On 
that ground alone the world wishes 
‘well to the vigorous and ancient| 
republic and its progressive people 
‘who exercise an influence and| 
confer benefits far in excess of| 
their actual numbers and the 
strength of thelr government's 
material power.

‘The general line of foreign policy 
to be followed by His Majesty's 
Government in facing the present. 
perplexities of Europe was lucidly’ 
‘expounded to the House of Com~ 
‘mons by Mr. Anthony Eden on| 
Monday. It received an emphatic, 
endorsement in the lobby. Critics| 
of the Government have been vocal 
and diffuse. By a small section of| 
the Conservatives Mr, Stanley Bald~ 
win has been acidly reminded of 
their sustained hostility to the 
League and all its works. By the 
Opposition he is accused of drag- 
ging the name of Great Britain in| 
the dust by a shameful surrender 
to Signor Mussolini. Fervent 
pacifists who have not hesitated to| 
‘obstruct and oppose the strengthen- 
ing of the national defences, are 
indignant at the removal of “sane~ 
tions" and, indeed, appear—without 
any very clear idea of the method 
of procedure required—to insist that 
by some means or other Great| 
Britain should lead the League in| 
the recovery of Ethiopia foc the 
exiled Emperor. The events in the 
Rhineland have, apparently, not! 
‘convinced these critics of the danger 
of giving hostages to fortune in the 
Mediterranean. The startling proof, 
‘of the overwhelming might of 
‘mechanized armaments and. aerial 
bombardment which has enabled 
Italy to conquer Abyssinia with the 
Joss of ess life than accrued from 
what would have been termed a 
‘skirmish in the late War, does not. 
make them realize the terrible con- 
sequences against which provision 
has to be made in contemplating: 
warfare between two modern 
states. However much emphasis; 
may be laid on the solidarity of the 
fifty “sanetionist” powers, it doos| 
not dispose of the fact that military 
action by the League would have 
thrown nearly the whole burden on 
France and Great Britain, Can it 
be wondered at that Mr, Baldwin’ 
‘and his colleagues—fortified by the 
attitude of the other nations con- 
‘cerned—took for thelr guidance the 
aphorism of Burke: “it is a great 
art of wisdom to know how much

between nations. Great Britain, in. 

of the natural fecling of em- 
barrassment at the sight of the 
plight of Abyssinia and the Emperor: 
Haile Selassie, has no reason to be: 
ashamed of “her loyally to the 
League or of the practical decision 
with her fellow-members to recede 
from an untenable position. ‘The 
Covenant and the League are part 
of the modern equipment for the 
consolidation of the world on the 
basis of international peace. ‘That, 
they have not achieved an immo- 
diate abolition of the dangers against 
which they are expected to provide 
is merely to admit that they are 
human institutions, ‘The lessons 
Tearnt in the last fw years help 
rather than destroy the understand- 
ing of the problem. Ancillary sup- 
ports have to be secured for an 
organization which is not all-m- 
bracing and cannot yet stand alone. 
Recognition of this fundamental 
fact has been in the minds of states~ 
men for some time. It found ex- 
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the outcome of the London Con- 
ference _which—provided patient 
diplomacy can surmount the dif 
culties inherent in the problem— 
should lead to the collaboration of 
Germany and Italy with Belgium, 
France and Great Britain in tho 
creation of a real bulwark of 
European stability. Mr. Eden took 
‘occasion rightly to point out that 
the “Montreux Conference by 
‘establishing the effcacy of legal 
methods of treaty revision and their 
‘greater beneficence to all concern- 
‘ed than that to be attained by uni- 
aloral repudiation. It was.a time- 
ly reminder to the House that the 
Jaw of the jungle has not yet as~ 
serted itself in Europe beyond 
repair. In approaching the task of 
securing German anid Italian. col- 
laboration Great Britain socks to 
build a bridge to span the gulf of 
‘enmity which lies between Gor- 
many and France. By virtue of 
her friendly relations with the two 
neighbouring powers, she hopes 
that she will be privileged to per- 
form that salutary service, Not 
otherwise can Europe view the 
prospect without apprehension, 
Economie causes have so dis- 
turbed the political equilibrium of 
Europe that violent measures have 
naturally been devised to remedy 
desperate situations. Whether the 
violence has taken the form of the 
fascist or Nazi state or developed 
the communism of Soviet Russia, 
it has been inspired by the samo 
sense of helplessness. In itself as the 
‘normal interpreter of relations be- 
tween man and man, it cannot last 
human nature cannot indefinitely 
jzuffer such a vehement violation of 
its spiritual integrity. Mx. Eden's 
‘exhortation to the democratic coun- 
tries did not imply any pharisaical 
{gesture of xeproof to nations whieh, 
for the time being, have repudiated 
‘democratic ideals.’ It rather might 
be taken to insist that tho responsi- 
bility resting on democracies. for 
ensuring the preservation of Iiber- 
ties was all the greater and required 
all the more careful treatment. The 
‘comment is specially pertinent, for, 
Jat the moment, the course of events 
in tortured Spain is being anxiously 
watched, It would seem that the 
excessive eagernoss of democracy 
its reckless belief in itself por~ 
‘chance—has given rise to abomin- 
able eruelties t6 which the retort 
has inevitably come in the shape 
of no less abominable repris 
‘With this and previous examples 
‘before them liberals of all shades 
‘of opinion would do well to 
‘themselves how far they might be 
gullly of contributory negligence, 
Liberalism—in the broad sense of 
the torm—is not the highest good 
in itsolf, ( Its virtue lies in the 
benefits which it can confer on the 
general body politic. If it allows 
Itself to administer romedies which 
fare too potent for the patient's 
frame to stand, it is lable to invite 
the very negation of liberty as the 
lonly process whereby complete di 
solution can be avoided, Nations 
to-day cannot avoid the co 
Jquenees of their interdependence, 
Joven though extreme isolation may 
temporarily be adopted as the way 
of relief.

NO DIFFERING STANDARD 


‘The Chinese press’in the past few 
days has reported an interview with 
Mr, Wa Wen-tien, Chict of he! 
Labour Department’ of the Ministry 
‘of Industries, in which he expressed 
hhis views concerning the Consular 
Body's decision in the matter of the 
‘draft agreement Between the Shang- 
hal Munieipal Council and the City 
Government of Shanghal on the fac- 
tory Inspection issue. If Mr, Wu is 
correctly reported he stated’ that if 
the views of the Consular Body are 
‘put Into foree, two different sete of 
Taws will be applied by one factory 
Inspection organ to workers of the 
same nationalily and. in the same 
Jdistrict—what he terms Chinese 
HFactory Inspection Regulations against 
Chinese factories and those owned by 
foreigners without consular jurisdie- 
ton, ‘and Municipal licence regula- 
ons against those owned by foreign 
national under extraterritorial juris 
diction, It is reported that he says 
that no arguments are required to 
show the unfairness of this measure, 
‘A Ilcence, he says, can never contain 
the whole of” the ‘Chinese Pactory 
Inspection Regulations. ‘The “Shang- 
hal Times” in dealing with this state- 
ment rightly’ states that rogulatlons 
under Counell licensing ‘need not, 
differ from the contents of portions 
‘of the Chinese Government Factory 
‘Act which would be enforced under 
‘agreement, “There never could be 
any Jatention to differentiate, for the 
Couneit obviously must enforce the 
same standards against all nationals, 
As ‘was previously noted in. this 
journal, the Counell was content 19 
hhave the methods of enforcoment im- 
plicit, while the consuls require an 
‘explicit statement, But though the 
Consular Body requires the clear in- 
clusion of exact machinery of en~ 
forcement, implying differing methods, 
‘differing ‘standards are unthinkabl. 
Negotiations which have proceeded 
sso Jong with the Chinese authorities 
fare proof of 'a desire for equal 
standards inside and outside the

Nanking, July 29, 
Chinese and foreign’ Settlement 
authorities throughout the country 
have been requested by the Nanking, 
City Government to help in locating 
the whereabouts of Mr, Hsu Wen= 
cheng, chief of the Accounts De- 
partment of the Municipal Secre- 
tariat, ‘who disappeared" with his 
wife ‘on July 4, with it 1s alleged, 
{$20,000 of public’ funds, Mr, Hsu and 
his wife last were reported to be 
hiding in Shanghai, 

‘A native of Anshun, Kwelchow, 
Mr. Hsu, who is aged’ 38, wont to 
Shanghai on July 4, on leave, having 
Informed ‘his superiors of the death 
of a relative in Shanghai, He asked 
for leave until July 11." The city 
authorities became suspicious and 
fon July 15 discovered that Mr, Hsu 
had misappfopriated more than 
$30,000, A” feward of $3,000 was. 
offered by the City Government for 
‘his arrest, or $1,000 for information 
leading. to arrest. 

‘The City Government has 
nounced that the loss will be re- 
covered, as a request has been made 
to the 'Kwelchow government to 
confiscate Hsu's property in his 
native district, which he inherited. 

Immediately after the default 
became known, Mr, Wang Shu-fang, 
Secretary-General of the City Gov- 
ernment, held himself responsible 
‘and tendered his resignation, Halling 
from the same district, Hsu was 
Invited by Mr, Wang to join ‘the 
City Government last year," when

JAPANESE ARMY CHANGES MADE 


Reshuffle Affects 3,000 Officers: Minister of War 
Praised by Tokyo Press 


‘HE Army to-day wrote the final chapter into the story of the| 
mutiny of February 26, when Gen. Count Hisaichi Terauchi, 
War Minister, informally announced a drastic military reshuffle, 


affecting 3,000 officers.

‘Although the Han River, the main 
tributary” of the Yangtze’ in Hupoh 
province, showed abnormal ‘rises at 
the Chungsiang dyke area, in North- 
‘ern Hupeh, during the latler part of 
May and carly in July, no overflow 
‘was registered owing to the smooth 
flow of the water into the Yangtze 
River, ‘The current is now normal, 

Under the direction of the Kiang- 
han Engineering Bureau, most of 
the dyke repair work in Hupeh has 
been completed. ‘With the exception 
of the gap at ‘the fourth section, 
covering a distance of 100 metres, 
which will be filled before the 
advent of high tides, the entire dyke 
fat the Chungsiang’ dyke area, 18 
kilometres long, has also been com- 
Pleted, he continued. 

‘With regard to the conservancy 
work in Anhwei and Kiangsi, Mr. 
Chin stated that the dyke repair

health condition in China, the gist 
of which follows. 

‘The rate of necrology in China is 
about 30 per 1,000 annually; that is 
to say, the death rate of the 400,000, 
(00 is’ 12,000,000 a year. As the pro- 
gress of public health and sanitation 
hhas been ‘poor, s0 at least halt of the 
deaths every year in China could be 
classed as avoldable. 

‘There are 18,000,000 people in 
Kiangsi. ‘The annual death rate will 
bbe around $40,000. If the public 
health and sanitation services are 
properly developed such a high death 
Fate could be reduced considerably 
and the average life of the populace 
roportionately” prolonged. 

‘China at “present lacks qualified 
medical and health workers. Up to 
the present, the number of qualified 
physicians and medical. practitioners 
{in the whole of China is only 6,000— 
@ number lamentably small to cover 
services for a vast country of 400,- 
(000,000 people. 

Devoted to Rurat Health 

Dr. Li Fong-yun is one of China's 
foremost health experts, who has 
devoted his life to the promotion of 
rural health service io China, After 
fraduating from the Peking Union 
Medical College, Dr. Li speat some 
years in Harvard University specializ~ 
Jing in public health and’ sanitation 
courses. He worked for six years 
at the Tenghsien Experimental  Sta- 
tion (in Hope) in the promotion of 
public health and sanitation and in 
the experiment of health principles 
adaptable to Chinese conditions, His 
ast work at Tenghsien was most 
Successful. 

‘The Rural Enterprise Society is a 
new institution to be devoted to the 
cultivation of friendship, exchange of 
knowledge and discussion of practical 
questions among the rural workers of

IN FUKIEN 


New Administration Building 
Completion 


Construction is almost completed 
fon the new six-storey administration 
Building and cliy laboratory of the 
Natlonal Quarantine Service in 
‘Amoy, according to Dr. Wu Lien-teh, 
irector of the Serviee, who has just 
relurned from an Inspection trip from 
the south, Ils" offleial opening on 
January i, 1937, will, for the Arst 
time, place at the service of the 
thousands of emigrants who migrate 
yearly to the South Seas, a perfectly 
‘equipped, up-to-date, Government- 
‘controlled inspection ‘station. 

‘About 6,000 emigrants per_month 
pass through the hands of the Service 
for medical examination and vaceina- 
on, fulfiling the health regulation 
of the various countries of destin: 
tion. Previous to 1821, when this 
Important work was ftst taken over 
by the National Government, 

gular quarantine service existed, 
‘all medical examinations, etc, being 
the ‘monopoly of certain private 
practitioners. Even then, the emigrant 
‘was not sure if he would be allowed 
to land on his arrival. All this has. 
been changed now as the present. 
efficient, Service is internationally 

















recognized. 
"The new quarantine hospital opened 
last year was built at a cost of 





'$150,000, part of the income collected 
by the Government for the past five 
years. ‘This hospital also serves the 
Durpose of a City Infectious Diseases. 
Hospital, which Amoy does not pos- 
sess. Here plague, cholera, smallpox 
‘and meningitis are principally eared 
for. 

‘The new building will complete 
the construction plans for the quar- 
antine station “at Amoy. Built 
entirely of ferro-conerete, its six 
foors will be used as follows: ground, 
inspection * offces for  Singapor: 
emigrants; first, offices 
second, laboratory and inspection 
Fooms for Philippines passengers; 
third, administration -oMces: fourth, 
staff ‘residential quarters; and fifth, 
Chinese siyle tower. ‘There will be. 
6.000 square feet of Moor space. 

‘The taking over by the National 
Government of the administration of

For the third time lh its seven 
years history the Ming Chen, formerly 
the 'an before that the I'tu, will go on 
the Yangtze River Service, Under 
her ‘first two names she was owned 
by the Yangtze Raplds ss. Co, now 
@efunct. At present she is owned by 
the Ming Sun Industrial C 

‘On the morning of July 29 she had 
her final trial under M.D. W. Murphy, 
of the marine surveying’ firm’ of 
Eisler, Reoves & Murphy. She started 
from the Kiangnan Dock, where she 
has been undergoing repairs, ai 
Proceeded up the river at @ good 
‘of speed to the upper reaches of the 
iver. No report has as yet been 
‘made on’ the final trial, but it Is 
expected that shortly she will be back 
In service again. 

‘Many changes have been made in 
the vessel besides her nomenclature, 
For one thing she has been leng- 
thened by about five feet, She has 
‘had her two Diesel engines taken out 
‘and replaced by bollers and steam 
‘engines, which give her considerably 
more horsepower. She can now do 
about 14 knots. “New accommodation, 
has been built into the ship for the 
carriage of passengers, and public 
rooms have all been renovated. She 
also has better deck space. 

‘The Ming Chen has had an eventtul 
career. As the I'tu she regularly 
made the runs from  Shanghal to 
Chungking for two years. Then on 
November 15, 1931, ‘she caught fire 
‘owing to an explosion in the engine 

sm. Four people lost thelr lives 
fen were missing. ‘The fre ocr 
curred 323 miles above Tchang on the 
way to Chungking. Captain C, Op- 
permann managed to beach the vessel 
in the face of great diffculties, and 
200 passengers were saved. The fire 
raged for two days, 

She was at first thought to be a 
fotal loss, but investigation showed 
that she could be refitted. She was 
towed back to Shanghai and for 
some months was laid up while re- 
pairs were made on her. When 
ready once more for the river service 
she was renamed the Iran, 

‘Last year when the Yangtze Rapids 
S. S. Co. became defunet some of her 
vessels ‘were sold to. the China 
Navigation Co, and others to the 
Ming Sun Industrial Co. ‘The ‘Ming 
‘Chen was one of those sold to the 
‘Chinese company. 

‘The Ming Chen was built in 1920 
by the Huh Shing Engineering &

@ decade was brought to an end 
singularly enough by. what probably 
is the largest noise heard in this part 
of the world, “In the small hours this 
morning, a thunderous blast cracked 
the heavens with such violence that 
people rushed from their beds horri- 
fled lest the end of the world had 
come. The steady patter of raindrops 
that met their awakening ears, how= 
ever, promptly relieved their feelings 
of horror with a mixed emotion of 








thankfulness, It was the first rain 
since spriny 

‘The initial rending of the skies was 
followed rapidly by a serles of 


devastating thunder claps that 
splintered the alr much as if the gods 
‘of wrath {were unleashing cannon 
‘of war beyond human compare in 
suvogeness, Lightning, magnificent 
in its display, accentuated the terror 
of the night.” Early reports indicate 
that lightning struck earth in a 
number of places. No casualty, how- 
‘ever, has been reported as yet. - 
‘Duybreak found the mighty fr 
works ceased with rain falling in a 
Heady downpour. By mid-morning, 
there was a fall’ of moro than two 
‘The clouds were wrinsed by 
, when it was estimated the 
equivalent of 35 days of rain had 
descended during the one day. 


Weather Prophets Mistaken 


‘One of the many features of the 
prolonged drought was the chagrin 
Publicly expressed by the local 
Weather bureau in not being able to 
make the clouds weep according to 
Hoyle, ‘The observatory had fre~ 
‘quently forecast, showers, whenever 
A hopeful. moisture laden cloud 
hovered by. ‘The rainy season had 
been Jong overdue and not even the 

~ experts could outguess the pranks of 
Weather, In the spring, for instance, 

the metorological observatory divined 
with such regular misjudgment that 
the public guessed more unerringly 
by. predicting 1ain when the obser- 
vatory forecast sunshine und clear 
days, During the drought, the 
‘observatory each time rain’ was 
predicted facetiously added the pe 
Unent remark that the public might 
continue to hold the opposite would 
be the ease, To-day's roin was not 
‘announced but. the observatory this 
morning declared the downpour will 
continue “through to-morrow in 
flurries and drizzles.” ‘The rain, 
however, stopped towards evening 
fund the’ celestial bodies twinkled as 
merrily ag on any clear night pre- 
vious to a bright, sunny day. 

‘The drought here had been so 
severe that local water supply officlals 
for many weeks frantically implored 
the public to co-operate in conserving 
the diminishing supply In the city’s 
lant reservoirs. ‘They threatened to 
turn off the water mains in August 
if the dry spell continued. 

One Bath a Week 

‘The chiet of the waterworks set an 
example by taking only one bath a 
week, instead of the customary daily 
plunge, ‘That one bath he “shared 
with his two sons so that ‘the level 
of the meagre supply of water he 
allowed himself in the tub would 
rise with three persons squatting in 
It, Publle-spirited families adopted 
various, other water-saving schemes. 
‘Swimming pools in the elty were left 
dry and. the water of trickling 
aifeams was used sparingly for 
rescuscitaling shade trees and shrub- 
bery in parks and~along the streets. 
In the Central Park alone, 60 men 
have been watering 3,000 maple and 
‘swomp cypress trees recently trans- 
planted ‘there. Sprinkdling the main 
thoroughfares to keep the dust down 
‘and nurturing parched farmlands, 
‘orchards and flower gardens serious! 
drained available sources of fre 
water other than for houschold use, 

Not far north, Manchoukud moaned 
under a prolonged deluge which this 
week reached such proportions as to 
cause widespread inundation ond 
damage along the Hsinking-Harbin 
and the Harbin-Lafa railway lines.

‘M, Merlet himself, however, was 
Jess’ explicit than the local press, 
excusing himself from unfolding 
purported intentions by simply 
declaring that “when a man is on a 
serlous Business he must not talk too 
much about it.” 


He said sparingly that he was on 
“a business errand to Hsinking’” and 
that he expected to meet quite a 
number of important people there. 
If justifed, “I may return to Man- 
choukuo late this year or early next 
year to resume negotiations,” he 
explained. “His itinerary calls for a

being forced to close down. ‘The 
No. 1 Asylum of Chungking is also 
in” financial dimeuities, and” the| 
directors are being approached by 
ereditors of the hospital. Out of a 
total of 504 beggars in the asylum, 
104 are stated to have run away,| 
the reasons being given as poor 
management and bad treatment of 
patients, 

‘The ‘Chungking financiers have| 
agreed to lend $300,000 to the Provin- 
lal authorities to enable them to 
monopolize the sale both of raw and 
prepared opium in Szechuen. This 
Toan is to be liquidated in six months 
‘at an interest rate of 12 per cent. 

Up to the present, the registered 
opium addicts in Chungking number 
over 23,000, as compared with  the| 
estimated total of 40,000. With the 
exception of 12,000, who are stated 
to have got rid of the habit in gov~ 
ernment ‘hospitals, there are only 
about "5,000 smokers who are nol 
registered. 

‘Conservancy Proposals 

In view of the fact that Szechue 
is a hilly province, the Generalissim 
Headquarters have suggested to t 
Provincial Government that dykes 

should be built to keep water in the 

valleys as natural reservoirs, in order 
to save damaging crops. In time of 
drought, ‘water would be conducted 
from these Feservoirs to deepen the 
rivers. The Provinelal Government| 
hhas included this proposal in its 1936-7, 
programmes, and instructed the 
River Conservancy Bureau to proceed 
with the work in the northwestern 
Part of Szechuen, 

‘At a recent sharcholders’ meeting, 
the Chunking Electric Power Com 
any declared a surplus of over $200,- 
000 ‘since its establishment and de- 
cided to inerease its capital by 
{$100,000 and to issue debentures to 
the value of $1,000,000 for the ex~ 
pansion of Its” business. It is re- 
ported that a large number of finan~ 
elers in Shanghal are prepared to 
buy debentures. The Provincial 
Government, according to reports! 
here, is to take over the control of 
the waterworks and the Electric’ 
Power Company, but so far no def 
nite steps have been taken in the 
matter, 

‘A Feport from  Kuanhsien states: 
that the roads leading from the city 
to Sungpan ond Mouhsien arc open 
for trai™le, ‘The newly cropped. 
medicinal “herbs “‘Tsungtsao, (insect 
grass), and Pel-mu,  (Uvularia 
Girrhosa), are now on the market in 
Kuanhsien, selling at about $5 ond, 
$6 a calty, respectively. With the; 
roceeds dealers are buying, among. 
other things, a large quantity of 
electric torches and cells for sale at 
Sungpan, where the famous gold mine

Representatives of 
Chinese official organs met them 
and have accepted the task of seeing 
etch man safely repatriated to his 
native, home in Shantung, Hopel, 
or Fukien, 

Carrying blankets, most of which 
were dirty and torn, and small bun- 
dles wrapped in cloth, the majority 
fof the men landed with little or no 
money. At least 100 are utterly des-

up-keep. Every man is dressed in 
Russian style, in some cases complete 
with high ‘boots and wearing mous- 
taches, ‘Thelr presence has trans- 
formed the Kinngsi Guild, thelr tem- 
porary headquarters at "Tungkadoo, 
Nantao, into-a veritable littlo-Rus~ 
slan colony.

the names of the places. 

Li Teh, a 52-year-old Shantung 
‘man, who claimed to have been a 
‘small capitalist, worked In a gold mine 
‘at a place he’ knew as Hunghutsze. 
Hunghutsze In Chinese means. “red 
beard," a name given to bandits in 
‘Manchuria, When he arrived at the 
place, he ‘sald, he saw many. Rus 
slans'with red! beards and red hair.

‘and 80 he called the town Hunghutsze,

After Jooking down proudly upon 
the Shanghai populace for the past 
66 years, a noble Admiral in ‘the 
French Concession suffered a severe 
loss to his dignity on July 30 when 
he was forcibly removed from his 
perch and. placed ~ unceremoniously 
on the ground trod by common fect. 
He presented a sad pleture of fallen 
Pride as he stood ‘beside “his old 
edestal in front of the Poste Mallet, 
Rue du Consulat, His cloak still 
swung jauntily over. his left shoulder, 
his right” hand” stil grasped. his 
famed telescope, while he still Yeaned 
‘upon a bollard’ threaded with the 
hopes of his old craft, 

But he appeared shaken by his 
sudden and. forcible removal, 
spite of the fact that he was bbvious- 
ly trying desperately hard to retain 
his dignity, despite his impossible 
position, stuck awkwardly on. the 
ground, and surrounded by a. rope 
barrier’ roughly thrown around him. 


Anti-Piracy War Recalled 

‘The admiral commemorated by the 
statue is Admiral Protet, and he has 
been ‘standing in the same. position 
for the past 66 years in silent testi- 
mony to the French admiral, —to- 
nether with his officers and.‘ men, 
‘who gallantly fought the Taiping 
Febels botween tho years. 1855 ond 
1662. Onco a’ proud “gure, now he 
4s but a fallen statue with no indica 
tion of the glory of his past achleve- 
menis, To his right stands his, 
pedestal, cracked right across, with 
its top dumped down beside it 
Above the pedestal is an unsightly 
wooden ereetion with ‘pulleys and 
ropes, used for carrying out the 
removing process. 

But a ray of hope is left open. 
Just behind "him, there stands a 
mysterious erection, By creeping 
up close it Is possible to squint 
undemeath the awning which covers 
it, Tt has a surface of fresh cement, 
Porhaps, after all, dignity may come 
into its’ own once again, ond the 
‘Admiral may be once more estab- 
lished on a fresh pedestal to bear 
further testimony to the gallantry 
of himsolf and his men, 


Mistory of Statu 

‘Tracing the history of the statue 
back to the beginning, It is discovered 
that it was first orected on Decom- 
ber 10, 1870 in its present position. 
Tk was at first proposed that the 
‘Admiral should be given quarters. 
in the gardens of the French Con- 
sulate, but the consul objected at 
the time on the grounds that the 
Consulate ‘wos the property of ‘the 
Ministry of Forelim Affairs, and 
therefore he could not give his per- 
mission fo any addition to its decora- 
tion. ‘The second plan for the dis- 
posal of the statue was that If should 
be erected on The Bund, Finally, 
the ‘statue was erected jn Rue du 
Consulat and there it remained right 
up untit that day.

In justico to the memory of a 
gallant sailor fuller details of the 
career of Admiral Protet might be 
appreciated in amplification of the 
brlof account of the removal of his 
statue given in the “N.nC. Herald” 
Adjoining.” "attempting compres- 
slon and, so it seems to me, a cor- 
fain raciness In. treatment. of the 
subject, the writer of that report ap- 
peared to overlook the fact that the 
‘Admiral fell In the storming of the 
‘Taiping stronghold at Nankiou, He 
‘was engaged In a serious war and 
not a mere pirate chasing expedition. 
The unveiling of the statue which is 
now in such sad ease, commemorated 
fa great event and coincided with a 
period of intense political and ni 
tlonal fecling in the French Con- 
cession as a result of the Franco- 
Prussian War of 1870, 

‘The distinguished Fronch historians, 
Maybon and Fredet in thelr account 
‘of the unveiling ceremony on Decem- 
ber 10, 1870, write of it that:—"Tt was, 
fone doubts’ not, the single happy 
solemnity of that terrible year: 

Furthermore, they pay a graceful 
compliment to’ the “N.CD.N.— 

“The attitude of the great English 
journal, "the "Nerth-China "Dally 

News," was extremely correct. From 

‘August to December it confined Ieelt 

‘the news from Europe 
‘measured manner, 
‘without adding to ft any comment." 

‘Thus, 66 years later, on the occasion 
ot the temporary dismantling of 
YAmiral Protet’s statue pending its 
transfer to an adequate elevation, one 
‘would wish to de full honour to his 
memory. 

‘Admiral Protet was killed on May 
17, 1862, during the storming of the 
fown of Nankiou, a Taiping strong- 
hold, which then commanded pos- 
session of the “lerritory comprised 
between the Whangpoo River to the 
North and Hangehow “Bay to the 
‘South. 

For those days, it was quite a full 
sized war especially if judged by the 
haslly Toss of life and slaughter that 
took place. The Taiping revolu- 
tionary’ government had reached the 
zenith of its power, and had held 
Nanking as its capital for several 
years. 

‘At Shanghal the British Admiral 
Hope with his military colleague, 
General Staveley, the American 
‘Major-General Ward (founder of 
“the Ever Victorious Army") and 
the French Admiral Protet exercised 
Joint command of a mixed force of 
‘about 4,400 men, whose objective was 
the holding of the territory surround- 
ing Shanghai within a radius of some 
thirty miles. 

Contre-amiral Protet left Toulon 
fon January 11, 1800, to proceed to 
the China station. A "Treaty of peace 
signed at Peking In October 1860, by

By April, 1861, Contro-Amiral 
Protet was’ the "highest French 
‘authority at Shanghai with the title 
‘of Commander of the — northern 
Givision, flying hie flag on the frigate 
Forte, 

Tn. December of that year he sailed 
for Saigon to request of his superior 
officer, 'Amiral Charner, "the supply 
of military means sulted to the 
@ignity and the service of the com- 
mander of the French naval forces 
in the Far East 

‘Admiral Protet arrived back in 
Shanghal in February 4, 1962. ‘The 
rst day of the Chinese ' New Year 
fell that year on January 30 and the 
Taipings had decided to attack’ -the 
city during the holidays. 

But it had been an exceptionally 
severe winter and a blizzard had left 
two and a half feot of snow on the 
countryside, and the Whangpoo was 
too wild to permit passage from one 
bank to the other, so these obstacles 
spoiled the plans 

‘The French admiral found his 
English colleague (Admiral Hope) 
agreeable to a plan to keep the Tal- 
pings at a distance, and they both 
awaited their reinforcements which 
were on the way. In the Inter- 
national Setflement three lines of 
defence were established, the regular 
troops deploying along Defence Creck 
(now known as Thibet Road) which 
was flanked at the {wo extremilies 
by block-houses at the Yang-King- 
pang and Soochow Creck. ‘These last 
two lines were defended by the 
volunteers whose function was mainly 
concerned with containing the 
Chinese population in ease of panie 

In ‘the French Concession _ the: 
problem was a tougher one, as it 
necessitated a system of defence that 
‘would provide for Tung-ka-doo and 
Siccawel, a very wide area. Tt would 
take up too much space to detail the 
‘measures taken. 

During this month of February the 
well found and well-diseiplined troops 
of Major-General Ward filled a great 
need, and it was on March 16, 1862, 








on the initiative of Prince Kung

of fighters, he himself being promoted 
to the rank of General. 

‘Threat to Siecawel 

Happily by April 9, both the British 

and "French reinforcements had 

arrived, for the Taipings had 

established two mew camps, one on 

the right bank of the Whangpoo and 











the other threatening Siccawel, 
‘Admiral Hope's intelligence estimated 


1 the garrison of each of them at 60,000 
men. 

During April and May there was 
much fighting, the gallant French 
admiral insisting on the policy that 
the strongest defence lies in the 
attack, keeping the Taipings at a res- 
peetful distance by delivering a series 
of hard blows with mobile columns. 

By May 8, Admiral Hope had been 
wounded, and the total of the British 
‘and French forces in the ficld was 
4400, in which number is included 
1,800' men. of Ward's. 

‘On ‘May 12, Tsingpu was taken 
with great slaughter and Ward is left 
{o hold the town, the Allies proceed- 
Ing up the Whangpoo to a creck 


facing Ming-hong. 
‘They arrived on ,the 16th in a 


‘blinding rainstorm before Nankiao, 
‘and the next day a great heat quickly 


|| sueceeds' the cold. and tho rain. At 
|| half past four in the-atternoon the 


artillery .commence to breach the 
wall, but the Talpings do not reply. 
‘The 'signal for the assault it given, 
‘Admiral Protet marching. with the 
second ‘column, his alde-de-camp 
being at his right, a couple of steps 
to the rear. 

Two rifle shots “ping” froma 
bastion to the right, the second ball 
‘ling the admiral’ instantly. 

‘The body’ of the admiral was 
immediately taken to Shanghai by 
the aide de camp, des . Varannes, 
where his death created an unani- 
mous impression of profound shock. 


Lying In State 

‘The dead admiral ies in state in 
the chapelle ardente of the marine 
hospital until May 20, when the 
public obsequies are held and the 
mortal remaing of this illustrious 
French commander are placed in the 
same mausoleum where repose the 
vietims of January 6, 1958, 

Seven and a half’ years later on 
December 10, 1870 an imposing cere- 
mony takes place in the garden of 
‘the Hotel afunicipale when the statue 
of Tamiral Protet, wrought by the 
seulptor Barre is unvelled, 

‘A salute-of 30 guns is fired by the 
artillery of the French volunteers as 
the covering falls, and at the con 
clusion of the speeches there is a 
salute of 21 guns, the pedestal bears 
this simple inseription: 

“A Lamtrat Protet, aux officers, 
maring et soldats tués glorteusemen 
evant tes “vebelies sur’ ta terre. de 
Chine—1658-1002) 

Later were added on the sides of 
the pedestal two bronze plaques 
bearing the names of those to whom 
it Is dedicated. 

It is a memorial of great dignity 
‘and interest. 























RONIN A SLUR ON 
JAPAN 


Journal Asks Tokyo to but 
Down Loafers 


An editorial appeal to the Japan- 
ese authorities 19 eradicate Japan- 
‘ese “ronin"—loafers—thus promoting 
Sino-Japanese amity, was voiced 
jon August 1 by the “Shanghal Nippo.” 

‘The “ronin." sald the daily, are 
not only a source of abhorrence {0 
the Chinese, but a “definite impedi- 
ment to Japan in the conduct of 
her national’ policies.” 


“Masquerading as loyal sons of the 
Emperor, and taking advantage of 
their Japanese citizenship, they go 
on a rampage in "5 colonies 
‘and neighbouring areas, such as 
North China. 

“They are national bacilli, thriving, 
fon acts of malice. Because ofthe 
existence of a fow such idlers, who 
do not live up to their name of 
Japanese, China's sentiment towards 
Japan has been aggravated, 

“However loudly the Government 
may call for the promotion of good- 
will “or co-operation, the existence 
of ‘ronin’ deprives these declarations 
of any real meaning,” the “Nippo” 
continued. 

Although the existence of an antl- 
Japanese feeling In Peiping and 
Tientsin could not be wholly ascribed 
to the activities of the “ronin.” the 
Journal, said, “their existence has 
undoubtedly ‘been a factor in the 
‘agitation. 


Admitting that the authorities are 
“perplexed” by the question of 
*ronin"-suppression, the journal 
urged the Government to put an end 
to the outlaws’ activities, “if. the 
economic development ‘of North 
China is to show a healthy progress.”

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FILIPINOS ANXIOUS 
FOR REPATRIATION 


Returning Home from U.S. to 
Work 


‘The repatriation of Filipinos is 
rapidly progressing, and jobs are be- 
ing found for them in the Islands, Mr. 
W. E, Walsh, of the U. S. Department 
of Labour, said on August 2, when 
passing through Shanghai in ‘the ss. 
President Lincoln, He !s en route 10 
America after having brought 112 
Filipinos from San Francisco to. 
‘Manila under the repatriation scheme 
‘of the United States Government that 
was put into effect shortly after in- 
‘dependence was granted to the Philip- 
pine Islands last November. 

‘Tho sheme of repatriation is 
voluntary, Mr. Walsh stated. ‘The 
Filipinos could remain in America If 
they wanted to, but if they thought 
that they-could find more opportunity. 
jn the Islands, the Government sent 
them to thelr homes at Federal ex- 
pense. . Filipinos throughout the 
country who had professed a desire 
to return home were transported by. 
train to San Francisco and there put 
on board a Dollar Line ship to be 
taken to Manila, 

‘Mr. Welsh sald that. contrary to the 
general belief, the Filipinos who go 
home are rot entirely the young and 
the old, the former seeking oppor 
tunity, and the latter wanting to be 
among thelr old friends when they 
died. Many middle-aged people 
mado the trip, and, of course, children 
‘with their parents. Of the batch of 
112 Mr. Walsh brought over, 38 were 
Jchildren, Whole families are taking 
advantage of the Government's 
scheme to return home. 

Economies, Mr. Walsh said, had a 
great deal to do with the decision of 
the Filipinos. “Those with good Jobs 
In America naturally stayed in. the 
‘United States, but others, thinking 
perhaps they might be better off 
Jat home, have made application tor 
repatriation, “A great many univer- 
sity graduates are among those re- 
turning, and Mr. Walsh had a number 
in his group. ‘They all had degrees, 
mostly in agriculture and engine 
ing, two flelds in which thoy are sure 
there will be opportunity in the 
Philippines. A great many of the 
relurning Filipinos yet to come are 
agrarian workers, although not col- 
lege men. ‘They have not left 
America as yet, but intend to rem 
‘there until the cutumn and there is 
no more work for them to do in the 
fields and orchards, 

So far, about 250 have been ro 
patriated, Mr. Walsh estimated. It 
fakes about two months to round up. 
1a parly, applications having to be 
made and approved by the Govern- 
ment, and then arrangements. made 
to provide transportation.

CITIZENS TRAINING 
CORPS CEREMONY 


4,500 Receive Certificates from 
the Mayor 


In a drenching shower of rain, 4,500 
graduates of the first Citizens ‘Train 
Ing Class marched past Gon, Wu Te- 
chen, the Mayor, on the muddy 
‘Lunghwa aviation ground “on August 
2. shouting “long live China; 
long live the Kuomintang; and long 
live Gen, Chiang Kai-shek.” The 
enthusiasm displayed was loudly 
praised by the officials present. 
Possibly carried away by the spirit 
of the moment, a large scetion of the 
Spectators gave vent to thelr feelings 
by Joining in the slogan shouting. 

Dressed in khaki uniforms and. 
carrying rifles, but without ammunt 
lon, the participants stood at atten- 
tion’ as the Chinese flag was being 
raised to the accompaniment of a 
bugle call, With a brass band from 
the Bureau of Public Safety furnish 
ing music, marching in formation 
followed, Massed together for the 
frst time, the 4500 men of ten com- 
panies, trained at different places in 
Nantao, Chapel, and Pootung, main- 
tained a uniformity worthy of a 
military academy. A motor cycle 
corps headed the parade. 


‘The Mayor Speaks 
‘When the companies had taken up 
positions in front of the reviewing 
‘stand, the band played the national 
‘anthem ‘andthe Kuomintang song 
was sung. This was followed by 
three bows to the national and Kuo- 
mintang flags and to portraits of the 
fate Kuomintang lender, Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, and of Gen. Chiang Kal-shek. 
After the xeeilation of Dr. Sun's 
‘will, the graduates were awarded 
certifeates. 

Gen, Wu Te-chon said the pure 
poses of opening citizens training 
Classes were to make the members 
fof the community healthy and strong 
‘and to teach them the habit of main- 
{aining discipline. ‘The construction 
fof a modern nation and the preserva~ 
tion of a country’s integrity required 
time and citizens must be trained. 
People without such training were 
bound to be as loose as grains of 
sand, and not ft for such a task, 
Everyone had duties to perform for 
the country, one of which was con- 
scription, If one wanted (o enjoy a 
peaceful life and make the country 
powerful, he should perform his duties 
to the nation. It was the hope of the 
Government to build up a modern 
ration, and therefore all were asked 
{0 Undergo training. In conclusion, 
hie urged the graduates to remember 
what they: had learned in thelr 
‘lasses and to keep up their spirits. 
‘The training programme began in 
the latter part of May. with students 
drawn from every walk of life, being 
selected by the census officials of 
the Bureau of Public Safety. Every 
man from 18 to 85 years of age is 2 
candidate for such training classes, 
With the ‘exception of those who 
Slready have had military training 
for are physically unfit. There are 
two ‘classes daily, one in the early 
morning and the ‘other in the after- 
noo. In the morning they are taught 
fmititary knowledge, while leelures are 
fiven in {he afternoon.

DEATH OF MISS 





Great Loss to Y.W.C.A. Movement 
Many Mourners at Funeral 


‘The funeral was held on the after- 
noon of July 30 in the chapel of the 
International Funeral Directors. and 
interment later at Bubbling Well Co- 
metery of Miss Ting Shu-ching, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the National Young 
Women's Christian Association of 
China, whose death at the Great 
‘Western Road Nursing Home on Mon- 
day morning caused a profound shock 
in Christian ond educational. circles 
throughout the country, 

Miss Ting Shu-ching was born in 
Linching, Shantung, on February 17, 
1690. “Her mother, a capable leader, 
was active in the American Board 
Mission Church In Linching, and 
when Shu-ching was ready for higher 
Primary school, she sent her to the 
mission school 'in ‘Techow, For her 
middle school work she went to 
‘Tungchow, (an old noted eity a few 
miles east’ of Peking), travelling by 
sailboat on the Grand’ Canal—a long 
fearsome journey of two weeks, for 
small girl of twelve, But the same 
spirit of adventure and, broad In- 
ferests reaching out beyond he 
horlzons has ever been characteristic 
of Miss ‘Ting as in later life she has 
journeyed not only to every part of 
her own country, but to many coun- 
‘trles both in the East and the West, 
in her several trips around the world. 

In First Graduating Class 

‘After Gnishing middle school, Miss 
‘Ting attended Peking Union College 
for Women (now a part of Yen Unie 
versity, Peiping) and was a member 
of Its frst graduating class, “Here she 
came to know Miss Luella Miner, 
head of the college, who became not 
only her teacher, but her life-tonj 
friend, and whose wisdom, counsel, 

nderstanding and’ life of devote 
gervice, greatly influenced Miss in 

















Aiter colloge Miss Ting taught 
several years in Bridgeman Academy, 
Peking, then Joined the staff of the 
Poking Y.W.C.A, having. proviously 
served as ‘a member of its Board of 
Directors, Her first trip to America 
was made in 1919 when her time was 
spent tn travelling for the American 
Board Mission and in getting acquaint- 
ed with the YW.G.A, work there. 
Upon her return she become gonerai, 
secretary of the Poiping Association, 
Hero she found a driving challenge, 
and scope for her unusual ability for 
Jeadership, her intiative and hor in- 
sight into the needs of Chinese women 
and how to meet them, So in 1022, 
after the death of Grace Coppock, 
the goneral secretary of the National 
Y.W.C.A, Movement, the National 
Committee turned 0 Miss ‘Ting as 
their unanimous choice as the new 
executive,

Whether there would not be complete

preclated and local. autonomy should 
be cultivated wherever possible," 
through to its ultimate conclusion? 
Ik is obvious that no responsible per- 
son can advocate the maintenance of 
what Mr. F.D. Z, calls “regional 
feudalism.” But there is danger that,

‘of regional feudalism, China may be 
thrown “Into. the arms of the 
Charybdis “of over-centralization. 

As to the difference existing be- 
tween North, Central and South 
China, does ‘not every observant 
globetrotter , verity the fact that 
‘Kwangtung "is as. different trom 
Kanga, and Kwangst as different 
Shansi, as Spain is from Norway 
and Greece from Sweden? "Have not 
anthropologists polnted out that in 
the South, as well as in the North 
of China,” the influence ‘of non- 
Chinese races is extremely strong? 
Even if there were no real physiolo- 
ileal distinction, would climatic and 
Geographical difference not tnavold- 
ably give lite to a very different 
psychology? Is it not. this very 
considerable psychological difference 
which has rendered the success of 
Canton-bred revolutionary ideas in 
the North so very difleult, and Jed 
to constant warfare between North, 
‘Central and South China in the course 
‘of the last 25 years? Is China's na- 
tional disintegration not» funda- 
mentally caused by her failure | to 
evolve this difference into unity? 
And is this failure” not perhaps. the 
‘outcome of | China's inability or 
unwillingness to recognise this dif- 
ference? 

Being static, as Chinese eivitization 
was in the past, China is by nature 
Inclined to crush difference rather 
than to allow difference to evolve 
into connection. It” is this attitude 
‘whlch has endangered the North and 
is now endangering the South. “It is 
this same attitude which’ has 
facilitated the penetration of the 
North by Japan and which would 
‘open-to Japan also the gates of the 
South, if it were maintained under 
‘thd present circumstances. 

‘The difference existing, not only 
between Kwangsi and Shansi but 
even between Kwangsi and Chekiang, 
4s so great that General Pai, in Che- 
‘klang, would be like a fish taken out 
of the water, which is its natural, 
element. If ‘that were not so, why 
should General Pai refuse to accept 
the | Cheklang appointment and, 
Jacording to today’s papers, even 
endeavour to put up resistance? May 
T further ask Mr. F. D, Z, whether 
[he could imagine that General Yen 
Hai-shan would feel at home in 
Kiangs! or Kiangsu? 

Science teaches that genius, more 
than average mentality, depends 

ly on énvironment. That is 
scientific truth, which China, at 
Present, should’ ‘not fall to pay 
attention to, because only genius ean 
rave China’ ‘from | the threatening 
‘danger of collapse. “The sincere and 
‘active co-operation among the great

SHANGHAI-BORN GIRLS 
Employment Difficulties 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Canwa Dancy News” 
‘Sm—In the hope that better em- 
ployment opportunities for the local 
‘business girl might evolve from a 
plain, statement ‘of conditions, will 
you please publish my letter te thi 
Jserious problem confronting the 
Shanghai-born girl with years of 
‘business experience, dependent upon 
employment for sustenance, in her 
search for work to-day, 
She has to contend against three 
‘competitive elements 
1, Local girls of well-to-do parents, 
who, owing to their contact with 
employers, are engaged inthe 
place of girls who really need 
‘work. 





Married women, whose husbands 
possess adequate Income, but who 
work merely to pass the time or 
0 add to their pocket money. 
This extra “pocket money” is 
‘often more than the salaries pald 
to other girls for a livelihood, 
Girls from abroad, There being 
no protective restrictions against 
the influx of the unemployed, 
an appreciable number of girls 
from various countries, mainly 
Amerlean and British, come 10 
‘Shanghal “for work,” and are 
chosen in preference, although 
not always superior, 40 local 
ability. 

‘The “foregoing, coupled with the 
[depression in business which is eatis- 
jing certain firms to close down and 
others to retrench ty the curtailment 
lof their staf or by the employment 
Jof cheap labour, is’ placing the loeal 
girl, in search of a. salary enabling 
her’ to live without fear for the 
future, in’ a very real. dilemma, 
‘Unable to compete with the inlux 
Jof girls from abroad, who are given 
{the highest salaried situations, she 1s 
compelled, in order to maintain her 
Jexistence, to accept salaries and posl- 
{tions rightly belonging to the low of 
girls leaving school to take up a 
business carcer, thereby making it 
‘more diMcult for them to obtain em- 
ployment. 

If the employer, whien supplement- 
ing his staff, would eliminate from 
his choice of likely applicants, girls

Smit is a tong time since 1 
have found in. the pages of the 
Munteipal Gazette anything to 


quicken the pulse or stimulate in- 
terest in Municipal affairs, In. to- 
day's issue however, I found an 
‘announcement that caused me to sit 
‘up and begin to take notice, 

T read that the Couneil has declded 
to rename Thibet Road and to call 
it Yu Yah Ching Road. So now we 
Know what the Counell has been 
doing during these three months or 
so sinee they came into office, 

‘The more I think of it the more 
I resent this most unwarranted in- 
terference with the nomenclature of 
‘our roads, to which we have become 
accustomed. If it is necessary to 
gratify Mr, Yu Yah Ching by naming 
a road atier him surely some new 
or nearly new thoroughfare could 
have been selected instead of up- 

Ing our topographical ideas and 
wiping out of the history of the 
settlement one of its most oustanding 
Jandmarks, 

T do not wish to belittle or erl- 
ticise the services of Mr. Yu Yah 
Ching but I cannot see -one single 
Sane reason for the change which is 
not only proposed but, it appears, 
Js now signed, sealed, delivered and 
recorded, 

In the first place, I strongly object 
to the washing out of street and 
place names which have become 
historically established. There has 
been an orgy of this sort of thing 
in China and in some other of the 
more ill balanced and hysterical 
‘communities, For yoodness ‘sake let 
us show a lttte stability and respect 
for the traditions of our City, ‘There 
is no need or call for any such 
alteration and there is no new epoch, 
‘or change in this road or district, of 
in our constitution which demands 
commemoration by any alteration of 
‘accepted names, I cannot think that 
considerations of euphony had any 
Part in the Council's deliberation 
=Wo have some fairly il sounding 
ames among our streets at present 
but eurely Yu Yah Ching Road will 
be as bad as any of them, I will 
‘admit that it is better than ‘many of 
‘the street names in the French Con- 
cession, some of which call for about 
six fect of cast iron notice board, as 
‘well as a pronouncing dictionary for 
‘anyone who is bold enough to try 
fand mention them—but this seems 
to be its only recommendation, 

When the old stroct names of this 
settlement were first decided it seems 
that the members of the Council at 
that time or whoever it might have 
been, gave careful consideration to 
the question, and they evolved sulle 
able ond not ill-sounding names. and 
worked on a reasonable and sensible 
system. ‘They decided that the sel 
flement streets should be named 
After Chinese towns and provinces, 

All roads leading on to the Bund 
‘were called after Cities of China in 
alphabetical order from Canton Road 
fon the South to Soochow Road on 
the North (Jinkee Road Is a later in- 
terpolation | and was originally a 
private road). 

‘Tho roads running North and South 
parallel to the Bund, were named 
after provinces of China and Thibet 
‘Rond was the farthest and Western- 
most of these, So it will be seen 
that the name has a distinct signi- 
Aeance and is part of a carefully 
studied system, 

‘But never mind all that” saye the 
Councli—"we want to please Mr, Yu 
‘Yah Ching and we ean't be bothered 
to think of any other way of doing 
it" “And what about the people 
who live on Thibet Road and. those 
Who use it and have to speak or 
write of it? ‘There is bound to be 
‘ny amount of bother and confusion 
before the change is finally estab- 
lished—it It ever is. Popular usage 
has a way of ignoring Couneil and 
‘offleial edicts when it comes to the 
convenience of the man in the 
street, 

‘Above all, and to make confusion 
hopelessly more confused, I see that 
North Thibet Road will be renamed

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ASTRONOMICAL DATES 
Chinese Records 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonri-Cinwa Dany News" 


Sm—I have made some careful 
search in the historical records of 
my country, but so far have failed 
to find any references to the two 
astronomical phenomena desciibed in 
Mr, Piekett’s letter printed in your 
valued paper of July 16. 

‘The two dates of 1470 B.C, and 
710 BC. correspond respectively to 
the 20th year of Emperor Au-cha 
of the Shang dynasty and the 10th 
year of Emperor Wei of the Chow 
dynasty. Unfortunately very little 
concerning the reigns of these two 
rulers was handed down: indeed, in 
the ease of Au-cha, we know almost 
nothing of him except that he. 
succeeded his father and was 
suceeded by his son. 

Although numerous mentions of 
eclipses and other unusual natural 
phenomena are given in Chinese 
books of history, there are only two 
brief legends recorded which would 
seem to show the sun stopping still 
In Its course trom east to west, 

‘The first was believed to have 
occurred some time in the relgn of 
the First Emperor of Chin (Shih 
‘Wang-ti, 246-200 B.C). In the Yen- 
tantse, now elassed as a story-book 
only, it Is sald that one day, at the 
earnest appeal of Prince Yen, the 
sun returned to the zenith again. 

In the other case, told in the Shin 
Kee (Historical Records), an_astro- 
loger, in the presence of Han Wen-ti, 
179-187 B.C.), intimated that he was 
waiting for the sun to come back 
to the zenith, and it actually did so 

fler a short ‘while, according to the 
story. 

Both these accounts are not ser- 
fously considered by Chinese his- 
torians as trustworthy, and no exact 
dates of thelr occurrence are given 
in the two books mentioned above. 

I have been waiting for more 
learned readers to. reply to Mr. 
Pickett, and, as you see, am only 

two weeks after his 
sppeared.

CARE OF BOOKS 

An Approved Method 


To the Editor of the 
"Nonrit-Cimea Darcy News" 

Suy—Recently there appeared in 
your esteemed paper a letter signed 
LY.S. in which the writer requested 
some information regarding the care 
of fine leather bound books, 

T have in my possession a number 
of old and new very rare and 
exquisitely leather bound editions, 
‘and have had no dimeulty in preserv- 
ing them in perfect condition, 
beyond giving them a certain amount 
of regular attention. 

If the volumes are kept upon ‘open. 
shelves they must be wiped off every 
two or three days during the summer. 
to prevent mould from accumulating 
fon the bindings. ‘This is especially 
the ease with leather bound books. 
Some powdered camphor or its, 
equivalent, scattered on the tops of 
the books’ and behind them on the 
shelves will keep the glue from 
quifying in the bindings during this 
‘humid weather, and will also preserve 
them from mould, and the gilt letter- 
Jing from tarnish. 

During the winter, if the books| 
‘are unfortunately kept too near 
steam heater or fire place or hot| 
‘water pipes in the walls, so that they 
are continually subjected toa 
“drying out” process, a bowl of water 
placed near the shelves will keep 
the atmosphere sufliciently moist. in 
their vicinity to prevent the leather 
from eracking and the pages from 
growing brittle, 

Book worms do not, as a rule, 
attack new volumes, i.e, books less 
than thirty or forty years old, and 
it is quite possible that what L-Y.S. 
construes to be bookworms are some 
other insect that exists in the wood 
of the shelves or was carried there 
with the books when they were 
packed. In any case it can do no 
harm to wash the shelves with a 
solution of Lysol, and spray the 
volumes with  Piit or some other 
stainless insecticide. ‘This will at least 
‘arrest any further damage. 

‘The best way however, to keep 
valuable books in prime condition 
Js to keep them in a glass case and 
take them out frequently to read. If 
this is not possible, at Teast take’ the 
books from the shelves once a month 
and flick open their pages so that 
they will be exposed to air and the 
sunlight. 

Ineidently, celophane_makes © an 
excellent transparent covering for 
fine books kept on open shelves. It 
reserves them from careless handl- 
fing, finger marks, dust and coal dirt. 
Tt can be purchased at Kelly & Walsh 
or the American Book Store for fifty

Official Announcement Made| 
By Adolph Hitler 


Berlin, Aug. 1. 

Before thousands of spectators, in- 
cluding high German ‘and foreign 
‘oMeials, the Eleventh World Olym- 
plad was formally opened here to-day 
when the Olympic — torch-bearer 
arrived at Wilhelmstrasse from 
Olympia, Greece, and. ran admidst| 
{tremendous ovations to the Lustgarten 
at Unter den Linden to light the 
Olympic Flame on a special altar and 
‘nother flame on an altar in front of 
the Royal Castle. 

Dr. Paul Goebbels, Minister for 
Press and Propaganda, then saluted 
the “name of peace” and the ceremony 
ended at 1235 pm, shortly after the

Agrement In Writing 

On 14th February, 1034, the parties 
entered into an agreement in. writ 
ing whereby (1) Moses sold to As- 
sociated Investments Ltd, the 3000 
Belgian bonds in question for the 
‘sum of $198,000, on which sum (2) 
‘the company was to pay him quarter- 
ly interest at the rate of 7 per cent 
per annum from March 15, 1034 for 
‘2 period of six’ months and there 
atler at 8 por cent; (3) Moses was 
to, deposit ‘the bonds. in hie name 
‘with the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank= 
ing Corporation in Tientsin and’ to 
Instruct that Bank to deliver the 
whole or part of the bonds to As 
sociated investments Eid. against 
payment at the rate of $70 per bond: 
fand (4) ‘Moses ‘reserved to. himselt 
the right to use his own diseretion 
in covering “exchange” from time 
{o time against the bonds, but was 
fo inform. Associated "Investments 
‘Lid. immediately of any “exchange” 
coniracted. “All” such “exchange” 
contracted shall be for the account 
Jand Fisk of Associated Investments 
Ltd." ‘The payment of $70 per bond 
‘was intended to cover ‘interest and 
bank “charges, and the exchange 
clause to protect the parties against 
the event of Belgium going off the 
Gold Standard, when the bonds would 
dapreciate in ‘value, 


















































ts objects were declared to be the 
jecquisition and sale of bonds and 
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‘The agreement was, I think, exe- 
‘eulory, that is to say 
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‘agreement to sell and not a sale, By 
S. 62 (1) of the Sale of Goods Act, 
1603, “goods” include all chattels 
ersonal other than things in action 
‘and money, and bonds are therefore 
not included; by the common law all 
‘that was required to give validity 
to @ sale of personal property was 
the mutual assent of the parties to 
the contract, but at an carly stage 
delivery became necessary to pass 
the property (per Fry L. J. in Co 
chrane v. Moore, 1890, 25 Q. B.D.

‘Agreement Varied 


Clause 3 of this agreement was 
subsequently varied by consent and 
atthe company’s request ‘Mbses 
instructed the Bank to distribute the 
bonds between their ‘branches at 
Tientsin, Tsingtao, Harbin and 
Mukden' whence the company's agents 
could withdraw them for delivery to 
clients who had paid for then in 
full, From these’ ports the bonds, 
for some reason which has not been 
explained to me, were withdrawn in 
August, 1934, and thereafter were 
sent by the ‘company direct to its 
agents, The Bank was thus elimi< 
nated as an intermediary for the de- 
livery of the bonds to the company 
3 provided in the third clause of 
‘the agreement and on 2nd Septem- 
ber Judah wrote from ‘Tientsin to 
‘Moses a letter of which the follow: 
ing are the more pertinent passages 
i Unele Aaron, In Order’ to 
have our books absolutely clear, the 
funds that Iam remitting you feom 
now on are to be kept separately 
from the bond account with you, 
Every time we need delivery of bonds, 
‘we will send you a cheque on your: 
self as per enclosed specimen. Pur- 
‘ther it is necessary to regulate our 
Bond account with you so that the 
balance due you will average exactly 
$66 per bond. At the present mo- 
ment we have overpaid you against 
the bonds already delivered, and in 
‘order to accomplish this” ‘de, to 

the bond acount) “twill 
‘only send you a cheque on 
yourself for $5 per bond until such 
Ume the balance duc covers exactly 
$86 per bond still undelivered. In 
this manner we shall have two clear 
Accounts with you: one, against which 
‘we will owe you $60 per bond which 
you hold for our account, and the 
Other will be a banking account 
which will be known in our books 
a8 A. E, Moses Banking Account... 
T shall bo sending you a cheque for 
approx, $11,000 to start our banking 
account with you.” 

‘Two days later a cheque for $11,000 
drawn on the Hongkong & Shanghai 
Bank at Tientsin was in. fact for- 
warded by the company to the de 
fendant at Shanghai, and in each 
succeeding month for’ five more 
months a further deposit was made 
‘by ‘cheque in this banking account 
‘with the defendant, to a. total 
$44,700, Each cheque was accom- 
Panted’ by a form of receipt headed 
“Deposit receipt No," which bore 
‘the further words: “This sum ly de- 
posited with me at the rate of 7% 
interest per annum, and is to be ap- 
piled as per instructions received 
from time to time against delivery 
of Belgian Bonds by me, Signed :—" 
‘This form of receipt was signed by 
‘the defendant and’ returned to the 
‘company in the case of each of the 

ix remittances made by the com- 
pany to the defendant.” The latter 
sald at the hearing that he did not 
Pay much attention to the letter of 
2nd September; he did not answer 
it because he had his contract of 
February 14 by which he stood, (ie 
forgot, I think, that that contract 
had already been varied once by the 
withdrawal of the bonds from ‘Tien 
tsin by mutual consent and. there 
‘was no reason why it should not be 
‘30 modified again). He had, he sald, 
never noticed the difference between 
the deposit recoipts and the other 
‘receipts signed by him in connection 
with the ‘bond account; “when he 
signed them he assumed that he had 
to pay the 7 per cent. interest spe- 
ceified therein, bul he had never 
agreed to the special account, and 
had he not received the deposits he 
would havo pressed the company for 
the interest ete. due to him under 
the agreement.. He had received the 
money against delivery of bonds, in=

He did not, however, take any. steps 
at the timo to signify his rejection

New Arrangement 

By ihe letter of September 2 
as I read it, the company proposed 
to the defendant to substitute for the 
third clause of the original agreement 
fas subsequently varied, which had 
become impracticable owing to the 
elimination of the Bank and the 
withdrawal of the bonds, a new ar 
Fangement whereby the funds of the 
company were to be transferred from 
the Bank at Tientsin to a separate 
account “with the | defendant at 
Shanghai to be known in the com- 
any's book's as the “A. E, Moses 
Banking Account,” which was to be 
temporarily at defendant's disposal 
at 7 per cent interest but on which 
the company pdrposed to draw when 
it required delivery of bonds. Now 
@ contract in writing may be modi- 
fled with the consent of the parties, 
and if some only of the terms are 
varied, the contract of the parties 
fis the original contract as varied 
(Morris v. Baron & Co. 1018, A.C. 1 
at p. 31) and no new’ consideration 
is requisite, Such a modification 
may indeed be implied from a 
course of conduct, and Implied the 
more readily where the conduct of 
the party denying the modification 
hhas induced the other party to do 
something on the faith of a state 
‘of things existing under the supposed 
new agreement but non-existent 
under the old, or where, even if no 
such agreement can be implied, the 
conduct is of such a nature as to 
raise an equity against the party 
resisting (Bruner v, Moore, 1904, 1 
Ch. 305). T find, however, that’ in 
this ‘ease the defendant did in fact 
‘agree for consideration to keep the 
deposits as a special fund against 
delivery of bonds. As in Tidd pv. 
Overelt (1893, 3 Ch. D. 154). “the 
‘money was récelved as a trust and 
the parties contemplated the use of 
It by the trustee in the meantime.

Sullivan Constable 

In the latest ease which 1 have 
been able to discover on the subject, 
Sullivan v. Constable (1932, 48 TLR. 
267) Luxmore J, sald: “In’these ir 
‘cumstances it seems to me that the 
defendant by his conduct has so 
acted that the plaintiff was reason 
ably entitled to believe that the de- 
fendant was assenting to the position 
which he had so plainly asserted in 
the correspondence; and consejuent- 
ly that the rule in Freeman v. Cooke 
Boverns this case, The rule is stated 























in Smith v. Hughes, (L. R, 6 Q. B. 
at p. 607) in these terms: “If what- 





the Gold Standard and the deposits 
‘had all been made, it was than too 
Inte for him to exercise the right of 
appropriation which in any case was 
fot hls until jt had been abandoned 
by the company (7 Hailsham 244). 
‘To revert to the sequence of 
events. In February and March, 
1935, 700 of the bonds were sold by 
‘Moses, with the consent of the com- 
pany, at Brussels for moré than $66 
per bond, but in April of that year 
Belgium went off the Gold Standard 
‘and the market value of the bonds 
{fell to approximately $40.00 per bond. 
‘Moses then, again with the consent 
of the company, sold 605 more bonds 
‘at Brussels at spproximately §43 per 
bond. On 29th August a special re- 
solution that the company be wound 
up under s. 163 of the Companies 
Ordinance 1932 was passed at an 
extraordinary general mecting of the 
shareholders. On the following day 
the company notified Moses by letter 
that 104 bonds, the series and num- 
bers of which were given, had been 
paid for in full by the "respective 
bondholders and- requested him to 
release these bonds to the company 
immediately; they enclosed a cheque 
drawn on the “A. E, Moses Banking 
‘Account for $7,280." which is to 
be applied, in the usual manner, 
‘against the’ Special Funds deposited 
with you for this purpose.” On 2nd 
September the company wrote again 
to Moses: “Although you have been 
informed by us from time to time 
as to the amount of Belgian bods 
that have been allocated to custom- 
ers and are still in force, we are 
‘submitting you herewith a detailed 
statement’ of the bonds in force, 
which are to be delivered to the re 
spective subscribers against payments 
of their outstanding Instalments. As 
these bonds are paid off by the sub- 
seribers we shall apply to you to 
release same to us in the usual 
manner, ie. against the “special 
funds” ‘deposited with you for this 
purpose.” To the company’s letter of 
August 30th the defendant replied on 
4th September that the bonds had 
been purchased “on your account and 
Fisk (a statement which’ he ad- 
mitted at the hearing to be incorrect) 
for $198,000, and all the moneys he 
had received from time to time had, 
“as you are aware,” been credited 
‘against this account’ which showed a 
‘considerable loss to him owing to the 
fact of the Belgian Government go- 
ing off the Gold Standard, and in 
these circumstances he was unable to 
deliver any bonds without further 
Payment, It ig in consequence of this 
refusal that the present action has 
been brought to recover the balance 
of the fund deposited against de- 
livery of the bonds. 
Contract Inalvist 
Of the cases cited to me at the 
hearing Wright v. Watson, (1863, 
Lab. & El. 171) decided that the d 
posit of money for a specific purpose 
‘constitutes the depositary a trustee, 
‘and that if the purpose fails and the 
depositor becomes bankrupt, the 
amount cannot be set off against 
debts due from the depositor. The 
Mersey Steel & Iron Co. v. Naylor, 
Benzon & Co, (1884, 9 App. Cas. 
434) confirms "the view which T 
expressed at the hearing that the 
contract of 14th February was in- 
divisible. In that case the contract 
was for the purchase of 5000 tons of 
steel blooms; it was, sald Lord Sel- 
borne, one contract for the purchase 
of that quantity, No doubt there 
were subsidiary terms as to the 
times of delivery and payment, but 
that did not split up the contract into 


























fs many contracts as there should be 


[for which the money was pald, can 
Jsuch balance be set off, uniess it can 
‘be shown that there was consent to 
its remaining in the hands of the 
Payee.” These two cases were con- 
[sidered and distinguished in Re H. B. 
Thorne & Son Ltd. (1014, 2 Ch. 438) 
by Astbury, J. who applied the 
principles laid down by Lord Esher 
M.Ro and Fry L. J, in Eberle's 
Hotels Co. v, Jonas (18 QB.D. 465) 
and held on the facts that there were 
mutual dealings and consequently 0 
right of set off under S. 38 of the 
Bankruptcy Act, 1883, (now 8.31 of the 
Bankruptey Act i914). ‘The dis~ 
tinction between ‘the casts lay in the 
specific purpose. In re Pollitt Lord 
Esher said’ that when money was 
paid for such a purpose and the 
Purpose failed, the money must be 
ald back; and in re Mid-Kent Fruit 
Factory Vaughan Williams L. J: 
“The present claim of these solicitors 
is to retain moneys, which were paid 
into thelr hands for a specific pur- 
pose, for another purpose which wus 
in nowise contemplated by the con- 
tract of ballment, In ny judgment 
there can be no set-off in this case, be- 
cause the money was received under 
1 contract of bailment which allotted 
‘the money and necessitated the ap- 
plication of it to a specific purpose, 
‘ond that bailment was never deter- 
mined, and neither the company nor 
its liquidator ever consented to the 
money being neld for any purpsse 
other than the one for whic> it was 
originally intended.” 


Original Contract Tegal 

Now in the ordinary course my 
Anéing in favour of the modification 
of 2nd: September would dispose of 
the case, There is, however, the fur~ 
ther consideration that the original 
contract between the parties was 
‘apparently illegal under the Lotteries 
Acts. ‘The word “Lots” in paragraph 
6 of the statement of claim denotes 
prizes in a lottery; there was thus an 
Megality ‘upon the face of -the con- 
tract of which the Court was bound 
to take note whether the parties 
pleaded the illegality or'not (North- 
Western Salt Co. v. Electrolytic 
Alkali Co., 1913, 3.K.B, 422 C.A.), 
“For although in general the agree- 
ments into which parties enter have 
the force of laws over those parties 
on the principle that modus et con- 
ventio vineunt ‘legem, yet this rule 
does cot apply where the in- 
terests of the public or of morality 
are affected by the agreement and 
may be injured by the observance of 
{ts provisions." (Chitty on Contracts, 
11th Ed, p. 743). 

‘The tale of the Lotteries Acts from 
the Statute (1698) 10 Will. 3 ¢. 23 to 
the Betting “and Lotteries Act, 1934, 
makes it abundantly clear that’ for 
centuries the law of Eng 
steadfastly set its foi 
ries of both native and foreign pro- 
venance, Section 21 of the last Act 
declares all lotteries unlawful sub- 
ect to the provisions of Part If of 
the Act, and by section 22 (1) “every 
person ‘who in connection with any 
lottery promoted or proposed to be 
Promoted cither in Great Britain or 
elsewhere (a) prints any tlekels for 
use in the lottery or (b) sells or 
distributes, or offers or advertises for 
sale or distribution, any tickets or 
chances in the lottery......shall be 
guilty of an offence.” in 8.26 (1) 
“Ucket” is defined as including “any 
document evidencing the claim of a 
person to participate in the chances 
of the lottery.” By 3.29 “where a 
person convicted of an offence under 
this Act is a body corporate, every 
person who at the date of the com- 
mission of the offence was a director 
or officer of the body corporate shall 
also be deemed to be guilty of that 
offence unless he proves that the 
offence was committed without his 
knowledge."

of the company Mr. Justice Swinfen 
Eady sald: “The petition sets forth 
that the company deals in lottery

deliveries. ‘The effect of In re Poltitt, 
(1893, 1 Q. B. D. 485) and In re Mid 
Kent Fruit Factory (1890, 1 Ch. 867) 
is summarised in Williams’ Bank- 
Tuptey Practice (4th Ed. p. 179) as 
follows: “Money given for a specific 
Durpose which has not been carried 
out cannot be set off; thus, where a 
man gave his solicitor money for 
future costs which, by reason of 
bankruptey supervening, never’ be- 
came payable, it was held that such 
money could ‘not be set off by the

No Right of Action 

If the illegality of a transaction 
4s brought to the notice of the Court, 
whether the contract ex facle shows 
illegality, or it appears in the course 
of ‘the ‘proceedings, and the person 
Invoking the ald ‘of the Court is 
himself “implicated in the iilegality, 
the Court will not generally assist 
him, even if the defendant has not 
pleaded the illegality and does not 
wish to raise that objection (7 
Hailsham, 148), This prinelple has 
been extended to a contract which 
is merely void under the. Gaming 
Acts (Luckett v. Wood, 1908, 24 
TLR. 270). Where the object ‘of a 
contract is illegal the whole trans- 
‘action is tainted with illegality, and 
tno right of motion exists in r 
of anything arising out of the trans 
action. In such a case the maxim 
in pari deticto, potior est conditio 
defendentis applies. Money paid in 
pursuance of an itiegal contract can 
be recovered from the other party 
50 long as the contract remains 
executory, provided that notice. is 
siven repudiating the contract~ be- 
fcre the action 1s brought.

Emphasized: Mr. Eden’s 


Speech: Mediterranean Accords No Longer Needed 


London, July 28. 
‘The complexity of the international 
situation was ‘emphasized by Mr. 
Anthony Eden, the Foreign Secretary, 
in a “lengthy speech “during the 
Jdebate yesterday inthe Hovse of 
[Commons on the Foreign Office 
Estimates. Mr, Eden declared that, 
ever since the recccupation of the: 
Rhineland, the British Government. 
had striven to start negotiations to 
restore the situation in Europe. 

“It was in that spirit,” he stated, 
“that the British Government in 
March addressed certain questi¢ns 10 
the German  Government—questions 
which were neither acrimonious nor 
inquisitive, but represented an honest 
endeavour to facilitate progress. Had 
the Government received ar early and 
Jconstiuctive reply, it would have 
saved much time,” 

Continuing, the Foreign Secretary 
stated it was in the same spirit that 
the agenda of the recent three-Power 
Locarno meeting in London had been 
jconceived. He thought he was en- 
titled to say that the outcome of the 
Jbriet meeting in London would show 
how the completely constructive ob- 
Jective which they had in view was 
realized. That this result should have 
been possible was mainly duo to the 
far-secing statesmanship and generous, 
collaboration shown by the French 
and Belgian Premiers, 

“The communiqué issued at the 
1d of the meeting,” Mr, Eden said, 
‘shows that we now look definitely 
to the future and do not confine our- 
selves to the past, 

‘He emphasized that the desire of 
the British Government to agree on 
anew Locarno understanding for a 
feneral European settlement was as 
Keenly felt by France and Belgium, 
and he expressed hope that the in- 
vitations addressed to Germany and 
Italy to attend the projected five 
Power Locazno conference would 
recelve a favourable reply. 


Preparatory Work 

The Foreign Secretaty  strossed 
that a great amount of preparatory 
‘work had to be done through alplo- 
matle channels before the fve-Power 
meeting could usefully take place, 
adding. that, although many obstacies 
{yet remained to be surmounted, they 
haa reached a stage where a. genuine 
siti of collaboration existed’ among 
til concerne 

"Turning to’ the new Straits Con- 
vention “reached at. Montreux, ‘he 
declared ‘that the most. important 
{esson ‘of the conference was that it 
had been shown that treaty revision 
by. negotiation and. agreement, in 
accordance. with the normal. proce 
fdure end. principles of international 
felations, could lead to. a soldement 
more favourable to all. concerned 
than a method of repudiation of realy 
‘engagements by unilateral action. 
tonference, he added, tad undoubted: 
{y Brought a closer and more cordial 
Understanding. between the British 
fand Turkish Governments. 


Mediterranean Agreements 

‘Mr, Eden then referred to uni~ 
lateral declarations extending assur- 
ances given to certain Mediterranean 
Powers during the period of econo- 
mic sanctions against Italy, and to 
the perlod of uncertainty following 
the termination of sanctions. 

“Happily,” he added, “there are 
now specific grounds ‘for affirming 
that (he position of uncertainty: hi 
been brought to an end. About the 
middie of this month, the Italian 
Government made to the Govern- 
ments of Yugoslavia, Greece and 
Turkey spontaneous declarations, the 
substonco of which has since been| 
communicated to me in London by 
the Tialian Chargé 4'Affaires. 

“Brom this communication, it emer- 
ges clearly that the Italian Govern- 
ment has given to each of these three 
Governments most clear assurances 
that Ttaly has never contemplated 
nor fs contemplating any ageressivo) 
‘action against any of them in retalia- 
ton tor sanctions, 

“The Malian representative in each 
of the three capitals have also em-| 
phasized that Ttaly considered the 
Sanetions chapter as being definitely 
‘and completely closed, Tooked 
confidently forward to'a new period 
fof mutual co-operation between all 
rations, I am glad, therefore, to rec- 
ognize and declare’ that, in the view 
‘of the British Government, there is. 
now no further need for’ the con- 
tinuance of unilateral assurances.’ 

‘Spanish Situation 

Afler expressing the satisfaction of 
the Government at the progress made 
in the discussions with Egypt for 
new treaty, the Foreign Secretary 
tured to the situation in Spain.

He reiterated the Government's 
willingness to discuss at an inter- 
national conference the question of 
giving foreign countries freer access. 
fo raw materials from mandated 
Colonies. 

Turning to the question of tha| 
transfer of mandated territories he| 
sald that it affected all mandatory 
Powers. The British Government had 
not yet consulted with other Powers 
fon the subject, but, as far as‘ it was 
concerned, the question would ‘in- 
evitably ‘raise “grave dimeulties, 
‘moral, political and legal, to whieh 
they would not be able to find any 
solution. 

‘The Government hoped, he con: 
cluded, ‘that, with so. many inter- 
national questions unsolved, there 
would be no desire of any quarter to 
introduce further causes of serious 
differences between nations.—Reuter,

Uinual buzz of politieal activity, both 
in federal and Provinelal circles, ‘The 
most “noteworthy development has 
been the resignation of Premier 
‘Taschereau as head of the government 
of tho Province of Quebec, and the 
announcement that there will be an 
election in August, The resignation 
Was not entirely unexpected, -as the 
Liberal Government was holding its 
‘own by a very narrow margin, and 
‘Mr, ‘Taschereav, who has deen. in 
Political elrcles for about thirty years, 
Ured of the task of fighting every 
inch of the way, ‘The Premier's 
action may also have been partly due 
to a public lack of confidence that ha 
developed on account of certain dis- 
closures regarding the handling. -of 
Government funds, in which Mr. 
Antoine ‘Taschereau, his brother, was 
implicated, 

Following his resignation the 
Licutenant-Governor invited Mr. 
‘Adelard Godbout, Minister of Agri- 
culture, to form ‘a new government. 
He has not as yet announced the per= 
gonnel of his Cabinet, but has’ in- 
icated that it will be’ composed for, 
the most part ot younger men, 
Several of the senior Liberals have 
Indicated a desire to retire from public 
fe, now that Mr, ‘Taschereau has 
stepped down, ‘Tho new premler has 
‘also appealed to the public for sup- 
Port, promising a thorough clean-up 
of public affairs, no matter what the 
‘eost may be, 

Meanwhile the Opposition, which 
has been made up of a loose ‘alliance 
between the Conservative group and 
the: Alliance Liberale Nationale, 1s 
far from united, ‘The leaders of these 
{wo groups are young men and each 
is rather anxious to have a complete 
majority and thus be in command. 
Whether they will be able to work 
together to overthrow the Liberals 
this time is very doubtful, It may be 
that the withdrawal of Mr, Taschereau 
will be just what is required to put 
the Liberals on thelr feet in a. pro 
vineo that has been Liberal for years, 
both in the provincial and the federal 


felds, 
Manitoba's Election 


Even before the election in Quebec, 
there will be a provineial election in 
Manitoba, ‘The date for this has been 
set as July 27, and the election has 
been called ‘for by the Liberal 
chieftain, Promler Bracken, who 
advised ‘the Lieutenant-Governor to 
Gissolve Parliament, ‘This was despite 
the fact that, in the normal, course 
of events, the Parliament might have 
carried on for another twelve months. 
As the Opposition has neither 
humerical nor strategic strength in 
the House, it must be assumed that 
the Premier chose the present time 
as being propitious for going to the 
country. 

In effect, it may not prove to be 50, 
for there ‘has only recently been’ a 
change in the leadership of the pro- 
vinciat Conservative party, the new 
choice being Mr. E, F.' Willis, a 
vigorous young Emer Who 
hag had several years of politieal and 
Public experience in the Dominion 
Houso, Indeed, he may be sald to 
have had some famitiarity with publle 
affairs from boyhood days, as his late 
father was the leader of the provineial 
Conservative party, ‘The appointment 
of Mr, Willis is another indication of 
the tondency to choose young men 
fs political leaders, Premier Hepburn 
of Ontario is a young man just turned 
forty, while Premier Godbout of 
Quebee isthe youngest provinelal 
Prime Minister in the Dominion, 

The battle for power will not, 
however, be between the Liberals and 
Conservatives alone, As in the elec 
tions held in the other Western pro- 
vinees there will be strong efforts by 
the newer parties to gain control, 
‘The Soclal Credit group is reported 
to be feady to place a candidate in 
every riding, although the history of 
the party in Alberta will not bo 
particularly inspiring to them, ‘Th 
Independent Labour group, whitch 1s 
linked up with the C.F. is also go- 
ing to make a bid for power, but will 
Probably have more chance in the 
cities,

IL is only twenty-six years ago a 
week next ‘Thursday since Florence 
‘Nightingale died. Yet she has long 
passed into the realm of legend. 
‘Those who see that the cinema, 
following the example of the stage 
notably Reginald Berkeley's “The 
Lady with A Lamp"—has made her 
ahistorie character can hardly realize 
that she survived not only Queen 
Victoria who presented her with 
that diamond brooch, but also King 
Edward VII who in’ 1907 admitted 
her to the Order of Merit whieh he 
had established five years earlier. 
So the Iady to whom Longfellow 
paid tribute in his “Santa 
Filomena’ 

‘A Lady with a Lomp shalt stand 

In the great history’ of the land 

‘A noble type of good 

Herole womanhood. 
Poor poetry judged by modern 
standards but that simple descrip- 
tion from across the Aulantic was 
read throughout England apprecia- 
tively at the time and it inspired 
the title for Mr, Berkeley's play, 
although the cinema has contented 
itself by adapting part of the 
famous anagram on her name: “Flit 
‘on, cheering angel.” 











For dramatic purposes it is ncees- 
sary on the cinema to concentrate 
the uctivities of Florence Night- 
ingale on the Crimean War, 
‘Actually she had begun her train- 
ing as a nurse in 1844 and, in order 
to obtain the qualifications not 
available ini England had studied 
under the: protestant deaconesses of 
Kaiserswerth and, later, in the hos~ 
pitals of Paris under the charge of 
the Sister of St. Vincent de Paul. 
‘To Kaiserswerth incidentally the 
‘modern system of nursing is really 
due, Parson Fliedner departed from 
the traditions of the Knight 
Hospitallers who undertook to 
nurse men, just as the nuns nursed 
women, ‘The Parson conceived the 
idea of training deaconesses at 
Kaiserswerth; soon the fame of 
that institution spread and thus. 
brought Florence to it in search of 
Inowledge. 





At that time the Society 
of Friends had started their 
nursing organization in Philadelphia 
in 1838—and two years later Mrs. 
Fry of the same sect had started the 
institution of Nursing Sistery in. 
London, Germany had established 
institutes on the lines of Parson 
Fliedner’s plan in Strassburg, 
Utrecht, Berlin, Breslau, Konnigs- 
berg and Karlstuhe, When she re- 
turned from Europe Florence Night~ 
ingale started to reorganize the 
Governesses’ Sanitarium in Harley 
Strect—later it became the Home 
of Gentlewomen during Temporary | 
Ulness. She was engaged in that 
task when the revelations of the 
correspondent of “The Times” 
(Macdonald) shocked the country 
and Sidney Herbert received 
Florence's famous offer of her 
services, 


‘The tragedy of this appalling 
neglect of the sick affords a re~ 
markable illustration of the way in 
which so-called civilization can de- 
teriorate. So often it is taken for, 
granted that progress must come 
‘with the years. Actually the at- 
titude of ihe English of that early 
part of the 19th century toward 
nursing was far less humane than 
that of their ancestors of the middle 
ages. In assigning credit for re- 
form one other name should be 
yemembered—that of Charles 
Dickens who in 1843 had published 
“Martin Chuzzlewit" in which the 
tragi-comie characters of Betsy Prig 
‘and Sarah Gamp had made England 
uasp. It cannot truthfully be sug- 
gested that Florence Nightingal 
decision to study nursing in the| 
following year was influenced by’ 
that book by the then 31-year old 
novelist, Born in Florence she had| 
been educated in what an earlier era| 
‘would have called “blue stocking” 
style and her training in mathe 
‘matics, classies and modern lung- 
ages,’ at her father’s hands in| 
England whither she was taken at] 
fan early age, led her naturally to| 
appreciate the depths to which 





Victorian humanity had sunk in 
handling public problems of sanita- 
tion and medical care, 


It is possible that deriying in- 
spiration from the Italy” of he: 
birth, site had remembered the 
name of Fabiola, the Patrician lady 
‘of Rome who founded a hospital in| 
380 with a convalescent home at-| 
tached—the first of the sisterhood| 
of nurses. ‘Then Flaccilla, the con- 
sort of Theodosius I, set the ex-| 
ample in the same period by| 
personally visiting the hospitals for| 
the care of the sick. In the days| 
of chivalry, nursing and the know- 
ledge of the treatment of illness or| 
Injury were considered to be the 
proper part of any great lady's 
‘accomplishments, as Ivanhoe and. 
the Morte d’Arthur fully testify. In| 
the Hospitals of Alexandria in tha| 
reign of Honorius, six hundred 
women. were engaged. Generally | 
the cafe of the sick fell into the| 
hands of the religious orders and 
by them was piously fostered. 
Henee come the famous institutions 
of the Hotel de Dieu in Paris and. 
St. Bartholomew's in London. 
Strong traces of this religious as-| 
sociation persist to-day, in the uni- 
form of the nurses, the title “Sister” 
for the upper grades and, perhaps, 
the cross as a badge of hospital 
work. 





It is diMcult to explain how 
the profession came to fall so much, 
into disrepute—outside the religious| 
‘orders—but those who realize that 
Princess Charlotte, the heiress to) 
the throne of England in the time 
of her father King George 1V lost, 
her baby and her own life entirely’ 
‘owing to the gross ineMiciency and} 
Incapacity of the doctors attached| 
to the Court will understand that 
where medical skill was so terribly 
‘at fault, the emergence of a 
Florence’ Nightingale was no less| 
important than that of a Lister or| 
a Pasteur, Incidentally it is 
curious to’ recall that when the 
Order of Merit was established in 
1902—solely for men—Lord Lister| 
‘was one of the first of the twenty- 
four recipients. In 1907 Florence| 
‘Nightingale entered that strictly 
limited order as the first womun so| 
honoured. Then, feeble and in her 
dotage as the effects of the severe, 
prostration induced by her heroic 
‘work in the Crimea 47 years earlier, 
she also received the Freedom of 
the City of London. ‘To-day no 
Women figure in that order but as| 
there are two vacancies caused by’ 
the deaths of Earl Beatty and‘Dr, 
‘M, R. James the opportunity of 
redressing an injustice to Florence 
‘Nightingale’s sex may be taken be- 
fore long,

The idea that Florence went off 
tothe Crimea with a lot of untrained 
nurses is not borne out by tacts. 
‘She was at the head of a number 
of trained nurses of her own social 
standing who had been fired by her 
example and by the persuasion of 
Mrs. Fry and others. Untrained 
women did, however, volunteer and 
were included in the noble com- 
pany but they were able to rely on 
‘more skilled guidance than is sug- 
gested on the film, ‘This is the ac- 
count in “The Times” of November 
18, 1854, recording the arrival at 
the front: 
Constantinople, Nov. 5. 
‘To-day the Vectis arrived, with 


‘Miss Nightingale and 37 nurses for 
‘the ‘sick and wounded at Scutari, 


returned from the Crimea are now 
much better cared for than when, 
in the last days of September, they 
were brought down in shiploads from 
Kalamita-bay, yet the assistance 
which con be rendered by the new- 
‘comers is most opportune, and the 
reception they have met with 
shows the sense entertained of 
their devotion and their probable 
usefulness.

‘a. strong contrast 10 the usual 
aspect of hospital attendants, The 
subscription whieh the munificence 
of the British nation has raised for 
the rellef of the sick and wounded 
will be applied with care to its 
proper objects. 





‘This contemporary account is in- 
teresting for the impression it gives 
of the correspondent’s mind. For 
dramatic purposes—as in the Pas- 
teur film—the hostility to Miss 
Nightingale has been intensified and 
given a rancorous_ vindictiveness. 
She certainly met with official 
obstruction and opposition in ad~ 
dition to the red-tape  folly—ot 
which Mesopotamia in the Great! 
War provided another example— 
but she was not so much alone as 
the film suggests. On the other 
hand the readiness of even her sup~ 
porters to recognize the need for 
her organization was not as alert in 
actuality. “Tt will be seen that there 
is an undercurrent of scepticise— 
politely expressed—in the despatch 
fo “The Titaes” from Constan- 
tinople. ‘This cannot be accounted 
for entirely on the ground that the 
writer wanted to keep in with the 
military authorities. Whatever his 
colleague MacDonald may have 
felt, he was preserving what he 
probably described as “an open 
mind” on the subject.

The recent statement from the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council regard- 
ing the problem of smoke abatement 
‘was excellent so far as it went, but 
those who suffer under the inflletion 
‘of the smoke pall which hangs over 
‘Shanghal are inclined {0 ask one oF 
two questions, Does the  Shanghal 
Power Co, carry the sole respon- 
sibility for the smoke which gives 30. 
much trouble? Figures on that point 
‘may be interesting. In 1935 Shanghal, 
‘consumed approximately 2,350,000 
tons of coal. Of this the Shanghat 
Power Co. consumed 527,071 tons, 
‘or approximately 21 per cent, The 
Council may be asked: ‘What has 
Been done to deal with the 2,000,000 
tons consumed by concerns other than 
the Shanghal Power Co.? From the 
figures supplied by the Company 
itself it is possible to arrive at a more 
oF less accurate idea of the extent to, 
Which the smoko nuisance has. been 
‘aliminated in combustion at the 
Riverside Power Station, ‘There are 
4 boiler houses and during 1935 thelr 
‘consumption of coal was as follow: 
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In regard to the boiler house con- 
suming the largest quantity of coal, 
es" the Council's memorandum in- 
dicated, the Power Company has eat- 
ried out treatment which eliminates 
}85 per cent, of the fly ash and 91 per 











ing die main causes of the public in- 
convenience, ‘That is to say, from 61 
per cent, of the coal which the Com- 
pany consumes, the annoyance has 
been virtually eliminated. ‘This leaves 
a balance of 205557 tons of coal 
Which have not yet been satisfactorily, 
treated by the Power Company, But 
it should be recognized that this re- 
presents only 8 per cent, of the total 
coal consumed in Shanghal, So even 
if the Power Company, which ts now 
‘engaged in experiments to that end 
completely eliminated the nuisance in 
the combustion products of this rem- 
nant, Shonghal_would still be con- 
fronted with 79 per cent, of its 
present problem, | ° 

"To explain the matter clearly the 
following table may be useful: 
By Shanghal Power Co. pe 
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Other Nuisances 
Coal is not the only source of dis 
‘comfort to the Shanghailander. Fuel 
ll, diesel oll, gasoline, wood, straw, 
‘waste products, all contribute thelr 
‘quota to the smoke trouble. This is 
no flimsy suggestion, for a motor= 
bus which suddenly emits dense 
black clouds of fuel smoke can creat 

in a few minutes more noxious 
vapours than a chimney stack can 
achieve in the course of an hour. 

It must be remembered that Shang- 
hhai is not altogether its own master 
in regard to the selection of coal 
whieh It consumes, Up to the middle 
‘of 1033, the main sources of cupply 
for coals burned were the Kallan 
mines in Hopel province and other 
mines in Manchuria and Japan. From 
1933 onwards the source of coal sup. 
ply has materially altered, as well 
‘as the qualities and types of coal 
available, ‘This is due in large 
‘moasure to the import duties on for~ 
‘eign coals which were imposed during 
1953, These duties have shut out the 
importation of Manchurian and Jap- 
anese coals. No coals from these 
sources have been offered to the

Under these circumstances it became 
necessary for them to search for sup- 
plies of coal from other sources. 
Fortunately, since 1933 there has 
been a rapid development in the coal 
mining industry in varlous parts of 
China, Unforiunately, with a few 
‘exceptions, these mines are small and 
‘great dileulty has been experienced 
in obtaining supplies of coal of a 
consistent nature. The largest deve~ 
opments in coal mining affecting-the 
Shanghai market have been in. 
Shantung, Klangsu, Anhwel and 
Hupeh, As 21 per ‘cent. of the net 
imports of coat to Shanghal is con- 
sumed at “Riverside Station, the 
‘magnitude of the problem of develo} 
Ing rellable sources of supply is self- 
evident. 
A Question of Cost 

It is not supposed that the position 
of other consumers of coal is very 
different, It an attempt were made 
to purchase coal of a type which 
would bo more likely to be free of 
Aeletorious products, the cost of pro- 
‘duction in all forms of industry would 
Increase, and with a concern like 











'|the Shanghal Power Company this 


would be & most serious matter, not 
so much in respect of the current 
‘used by the residential consumer, but 
of the bulk consumer, who might be 
faced with the cholee of putting in 
his own plant or paying something 
like 80 per cent. more fox his power. 
‘The economle effect of such a condi- 
tion can readily be imagined, 

‘The Power Company is ‘experl- 
‘menting with the intention of apply- 
{ing a special treatment to No, 3 voller 

‘The ash and sulphur elimin 
pulverized fuel boller 
known a8 No, 4, is considered 
to be'satisfactory as a'result of com- 
plote and exhaustive tests carried out 
fon the grit washers of this boller 
house during the summer and autumn 
of 1935. ‘These tests showed that 85 
to 90 per cent, of the fly ash and 91 
to 90 per cent, of the sulphur are 
eliminated in the operation of this 
boiler house which, in 1985, consumed 
322,114 tons of coal, or Oi per cent, 
fof ‘the total ‘coal consumed by the 
plant, The success of this treatment 
in No, 4 does not necessarily mean 
that success in dealing with No. 3 1s 
‘assured, ‘The character of the coal 
used for the boller houses Is of course 
dependent upon the particular kind 
fof plant. installed, and where No. 4 
boiler house can tse pulverized fucl, 
in the other boiler houses coal has 
to be fed by means of stokers, and 
the Company has to depend mainly 
‘on Shantung coals, which have a high 
sulphur content, ‘The bulk of the high 
sulphur coal is used in No. 3 boiler 
house. In 1927 grit catchers were 
installed in the stacks of this house, 
Jat a cast of $125,000, to eliminate grit 
Jand cinders. At the time of installa- 
tion sulphur was not a problem, 
‘Manchurian and Japanese coals were 
‘available, These grit catchers will 
ot eliminate sulphur, and tests of 
these grit catchers made concur 
rently with tests of the grit washers 
of No, 4 house indicate that they are 
not very efficient in the elimination 
of cinders and grit, 


+ The New Experiment 
‘The tests which the Company has 
applied show that the’ chief source 
‘of trouble comes trom No. 3 boller 
house, and. the investigations have 
now. reached a point justitying the 
consideration of an experimental 
washer, -ag mentioned in the memo 
andum’ issued by the Counell. Th 
difference between the two probl 
of No, 3 and No. 4 bollor houses may. 
be put this way: In No, 4 house the 
|Company has been dealing with gases 
Yiden with a high volume of light 
Qufly ash and a relatively small 
Jamount of sulphur, The quality and 
characteristies of the ash ore helpful 
Jn the elimination of sulphur, No. 3 
boiler house deals with gases that 
have a relatively small amount of 
coarse ash or cinders and are heavily 
Inden with sulphur due to the higher 
sulphur content in the coal, It is pos 
sible that the characteristics of the 
‘ash may not be helpful in neutralize 
ing the sulphur and that some other 
method may be found to be necessary 
to do this and thus satisfactorily 
solve this problem. ‘The experimental 
washer for No, 3 house will be of 
entirely different proportions and 
‘details from those in operation in No. 
‘4 house, and it will undoubtedly re- 
quire some modification, atier ex- 
periments have been conducted on it, 
in order to arrive at the final design 
which can be applied to all boilers in 
No, 3 house. 
Hopes of Success 

It will be seen, therefore, that if 
success is achieved with No, 3 boiler 
house the Power Company will actual 
Iy have eliminated the smoke nuisance 
from 92 per cent, of the coal which 
it consumes. This will be u great

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HOSPITAL GIVES OPIUM ADDICTS NEW START

Day in and day out they come to} 
‘Tien Tung An Road, Chapel, to spend 
from two weeks to’ a month “taking 
the cure." It is a motley Iot we see 
as we approach the hospital gate: all 
fages and conditions of life seem to 
be represented in that 25 or 30 youths 
‘and men lined up outside the iron 
grill, Most of them. however, are 
of the coolle class and there aro two 
or three who might be beggars, ‘They 
hhave not all boen sent by the Courts, 
but all have passed through the hands 
of the Police. If a Chinese opium 
addict wishes to undergo the treat- 
ment he must apply to the Bureau of 
Public Safety first. In all cases, rich 
or poor, the treatment is free and 
Identical; the hospital is a great| 
eveller ‘and each man is a number 
while there, But he Is not looked 
‘upon as a criminal, even if he is there 
for the second time—he is, frst and 
ast, a patlent, a misguided” hum 
Being in need of help. And those 
who apply voluntarily for this help 
are estimated at 85 to 00 per cent. 
of the tolal. Only opium users and 
only men are admitted. Female 
addicts are treated in hospitals at 
Lunghwa ond Nantao, as are mea 
addicts of other types: heroin, mor- 
phine and “red-pili” users, 

In entering No. 722 Tien Tung An 
Road, Dr. C. §, Mei, the genial and 
energetic Director of the Hospital, 
explains that when he moved in early 
in 1935 the place was an unoceupied 
silk factory. The buildings were re- 
novated and flied out for their new 
Purpose. and operations were begun 
about a year ago. Since then nearly 
5,000 men have been discharged az 
cured, Only six eases have been 
dropped as hopeless and sent to other 
Institutions. “There are 250 beds, 
distributed among four wards, and the 
average stay of a patient ‘is two 
weeks, During that period the aver- 
age patient gains § ib., but there was 
‘one man who added 36 Ib, in 18 days, 
the Director explains. 


Admission Routine 


We are fortunate in entering the 
Hospital with w group of new patients, 
thus being able to study the routine 
of admission at frst hand. Each man, 
registers at a desk (later medical 
questions are asked, he is finger- 
printed, weighed, bathed and shaved. 
His hair Js cut,’ All his clothes aro 
taken away to be sterilized and laid 
aside until he is ready to leave the 
‘Hospital again. He gets a hospital 
uniform and a bell-shaped metal dise 
with his number while in the in- 
stitution. Everything he _uses—his| 
bed, eating utensils, medicine cups, 
eto—bears the same number. He 3 
allowed no visitors while a patient, 
fas the authorities are taking no 
chances on opium being smuggled in 

‘The wards are airy and cheerful. 
In one of them a radio blares forth 
‘@ lively Chinese vocal number. ‘The 
men seem contented and in one 0: 
two cases they greet the foreign 
visitor with a few words in Chinese. 
One elderly man is very emphatic in 
ig declaration that he has finished 
with opium. 

An important part of the medica) 
work carried on in the Hospital is 
to segregate the men having serious 
diseases from those who are purely 
uddiets, Each of the wards has a 
segregation room for cases of fever 
‘and. other maladies. The emphasis 
‘on hygiene is strong throughout and 
the staff overlastingly ries to in- 
culeate habits of cleanliness in the 
patients. Many have never seen a 
modern lavatory before, but a lot 
can be taught in two weeks. 


Blister Method Favoured 


‘Two methods of cure are being’ 
used constantly in the-Hospital. One 
is the blister method, developed 
abroad, and now « favourite in Chi- 
nese anti-oplum institutions. A large| 
gauze pad smeared with a drawing, 
Substance is placed on the patient's, 
chest and in a few hours a large 
blister forms on the spot. ‘The liquid 
is tapped from the blister and injected 
intramuscularly info the patient with- 
out delay. Usually one such Injection 
is suMelent—some 15 cem. ‘The other 
method involves the use of the 
patlent’s own blood-serum, Enough 
blood is taken from the arm to pro- 
vide sumelent serum for an injection. 
The serum then is given intramus- 
ularly (o the patient. ‘Throughout 
the period of treatment, (ests are 
made {o determine progress. Urine 
analysis provides one of the most 
delicate gauges of opium in the 
system. Even atler five days of non- 
tise, a trace of the drug may be dis- 
doses of the drug—tincture of opium

Capital Punishment 


Back in Dr. Mei’s office we look.

So 
far only inveterate users of the mor= 
devastating narcoties (heroin, mor- 
phine) have been put to death, as 
well as traffickers, Last year the fotal 
executed was &49 and Shantung Pro- 
vinee alone accounted for 620.

“The book isa use- 
ful enough one in that it insists on 
the naturalness of physiological fune- 
tions and in its criticism of authors 
(mostly medical) who have, by an 
undue insistenee “on pathological 
‘manifestations, perhaps lent terror to 
a normal condition. Tt should not, 
however, be forgotien that some of 
the said’ authors were writing books 
defnitely devoted to» pathological 
subjects and intended only to be read 
by those studying such subjects, 
Nevertheless, It would do no medical 
man, with a sense of humour’ (de- 
finitely lacking in the author), any 
harm to read this book, preferably 
at the expense of a lending library. 
He will be glad to tearn that he Is 
quite unaware of medicaments, ete 
whose properties, thanks to the 
vertisement pages of the more popular. 
magazines, are known to the public 
generally. He has presumably never 
seen and read the sad story of the 
man who found himsolf a wallflower 
and could not sell bonds, ete, et 
nor does he even know’ the secret 
of the skin you love to touch”, Even 
high frequeney electricity, so popular 
In the elghties, has escaped his notice.

Hair—Brittle or Greasy 

To shampoo one's own hair pro- 
perly is a more tricky Business than 
might be imagined, The wrong type 
‘of shampoo, for instanee, is not only 
lunbecoming to the hair, but may 
‘cause a deal of harm. So, while we 
fare on the subject a few more words 
‘of advice may not be amiss, Brittle 
hair needs a regular oll shampoo, For 
thls, the oll should be warmed before 
tuse—ollve oll, castor ofl, or coconut 
‘oll may be 'used—and ‘put into a 
large saucer or a small bowl. 

‘Having brushed the hair thorough- 
ly, part the strands low down on one 
side of the head, wrap a piece of 
@annel round the finger-tips, dip into 
the oil and rub along the parting, 
‘Then, part the hair an inch away and 
apply ‘the oll in the same manner. 
Continue the parting process, until 
the whole scalp has been’ olle 
‘Then, ‘massage the scalp for a few 
minutes. After this, wring out an 
‘old hand-towel in very hot water and 
wrap round the head. On cooling, 
wring out a second towel, and con~ 
tinue until six or seven towels have 
‘been applied to the head. 

"Take the soap shampoo and wash 
the hair in the ordinary way, but 
remember that it will need at least 
three lathers of soap and five rinsing 
waters to rid the head of the oll 
‘Those shampoos are particularly good 
it'the hair is inclined to be dry and 
a good hair condition is needed 
before a permanent wave, Incldental~ 
ly, If the first lathering is done with, 
cold water, the oil will be more easily 
removed. 

For greasy hair, a treatment of 
bayrum, oF tollet cologne, before the 
shampoo ia essential. ‘The bayrum or 
‘cologne can be put in a spray, spread 
over the hair and massaged in 
thoroughly with the finger-tips. 
Afterwards the hair should be stiam= 
pooed in the ordinary way, ending 
with a vinegar rinse,
